Causeway Talks 


No Decision Reached Yet 


In an interyiew with the County 
Clerk, Frank L, Weldon, the ‘Post 
learned today a few of the details 
with regard to the developments 
at the inter-council meeting which 
discussed replacement or rebuilding 
of a causeway over Pigeon Lake. 

) The original causeway was a 
floating bridge joining Victoria 
County with the County of Peter- 
borough from the north-east corner 
of Emily township to the township 
of Ennismore in Peterborough 
county, However, after repeated 
washouts, the bridge was never re- 
placed after it went out In the spring 
of 1914. 

One of the greatest advantages 
of this bridge was that it was a 
short route from Peterborough to 
the district around Bobcaygeon 
Nevertheless, some sources haye 
claimed that the residents of that 
area do not particularly care whe- 
ther th, bridge® ts ever replaced 
This claim appears to be Inaccurate 
according to Mr. Weldon, due to

Hospital was held last evening in 
the Board Room. Present at the 
meeting were Mr, A. W. Carew, 
chairman; Mrs. D. Thomson, Miss 
| Wood, Mayor Hick, Dr. Shier, 
| Messrs. Currie, Shields, Harrigan, 
| Fee, Jenkins and Gregory. 

| The purpose of this special meet- 
| ing was to receive a report from the 
| Expansion Committee, The Plan- 
| ning Committee and the Medical 
| Staff with respect to the proposed 
expansion of the hospital. The 
Expansion Committee approved “in 
principle” Plan B submitted by the 
Planning Committee, with the rec- 
ommendation that the architects 
plan for 115 active beds if possible, 
as well as waiting rooms. In the 
report from the Medical Staff of 
RMH, there was also approval in 
principle of the plan for hospital 
expansion with a recommendation 
that (1) 20 chronic beds be estab- 
lished in the old unit, and (2) that 
the number of active beds in the 
proposed ‘new unit be increased to 
113 by extending the new wing, or 
by some other means. Dr. L. V. 
Shier of the Medical Staff said he 
felt that 20 chronic beds could be 
provided in the present Victoria 
Wing, and that a number of active 
beds in the new wing could be added

Council Agrees 


Lindsay Homebuilders Co-opera- 
tive requested a definite answer to 
a former request for water services 
or sewers or both, at Council meet-" 
ing here Monday evening. A 
deputation of eight or ten was led 
by Mr. R. A. Quirt and he spoke at 
length of their building of 20 (or- 
iginally 40) member's homes in Ops 
Twp., on Angeline St., adjacent to 
Lindsay's new Public School. 


Mr, Quirt won for his group the 
passing of the following motion by 
Alderman Breese and Reeve Butler 
(although the wording was changed 
and improved many times) that: 
The Town of Lindsay is willing to 
make available sewer and water 
services to the Homebuilders Co- 
operative and the Public School 
Board when guarantees satisfactory 
to the town are reached. 


The “guarantees satisfactory” in- 
clude the meeting with and con- 
sulting with the Township of Ops, 
decision re roads in the finished 
project; decision as to financing; 
route of sewer pipes, and water 
mains; rental outside Lindsay 
Boundaries, and who would stand 
guarantee, etc. 


Mr. Quirt ,when asked by Alder- 
|man Lamb why his colleagues 
| chose to build outside the town said 
that the original 40 desired to stay 
together, that it would be cheap- 
er to build in one area, He said, 
| finally, that these men intended to

Lindsay Had Tree Shortage 
At The Turn Of The Century 


Glancing into the past it seems 
that back in 1899 there was a severe 
shortag, of trees in Lindsay, and 
that in an editorial of th, Weekly 
Post the town council] was urged 1 
do something about it. It seems that 
when the early residents cleared 
the town, they did it with such 
thoroughness that all trees and 
heay foliage were “uprooted and 
destroyed. The editorial states that 
if “we cannot have a town park, 
let us at least have a few trees on 
our public streets.” 

Giting the cost of such a project, 


4 the paper comments on. the fact 


that the Port Hope Council received 
offers to plant trees at the sum of 
twenty cents each. It was also sug- 
gested that rows of healthy maple 
sprouts would afford a grateful 
shade in three or four years and 
greatly add to the value of adjacent 
property, as well as transform the 
appearance of the streets that were 
bare and unromantic to the eye. and 
gradually remove the reproach of 
visitors that “Lindsay is a town they 
have to leave to find a tre, beneath 
which one can read a book or sit and 
Test.” 

That was one of the more serious 
local problems 55 years ago, and 
it seems that the town council did 
act upon the newspaper's suggestion, 
for it is only necessary now just to 
glance out the window in any sec- 
tion of town and see the multitude 
of beautiful trees. .

Records Show Septembers — 
Getting Wetter and Wetter 


From a glance at the records kept 
at the Lindsay Weather Station it 
appears that the month of Septem- 
ber has been getting progressively 
Wetter since 1950, with a total of 
4.87 inches in 1954. (The Weather 
Recording Station has been located 
at its present position, with Mrs 
S. C Simons as recorder, since the 
end of March 1949, and complete 
records are available from that 
date). September 1950's rainfall was 


113 inches, September 1951 2.96 
inches, September 1952 3.34 inches, 
and September 1953 4.23 inches 
However if we go back to September 
1949 it was even wetter still, with 
5.05 inches, so this year’s 4.87 is 
not by way of being a record 

And although the 2.34 inches of 
rain which fell on the night of Sep- 
tember 29th appeared to be a 
record for one 12-hour period in 
this area that dubious honour is 
held by August 4th, 1953, when 3.04 
inches fell during the daylight 
hours. (How short are most of our 
memories!) , 

But for sunshine it was a sad 
story, with only 128.8 hours during 
the whole month of September 1954, 
against the three previous years of 
172, 195, and 170 hours. 

High temperature for the month 
of September this year was 83 de- 
grees On the 7th, and only on six 
other occasions was it in the seven- 
ties. Most of the month, in fact, 
the high temperature for the day 
ranged in the fifties and sixties. 
Low for the month was 35 degrees 
on the night of th, 28rd and 
minimums during the month ranged 
in the forties and fifty degrees, only 
on the night of the 30th did the low 
go above 60 degrees. And although 
the month seemed cool, temperature 
ranges Were about the same as In 
1953 and in 1952 Average maximum 
in September 1954 was 66 and in 
1953, 69 and in 1952 71. Average 
minimums 1954 -48, 1953-47, and

Independent Survey Indicates 
Majority Favor Friday Night; 
Saturday Night Has Supporters — 


In an independent poll taken to- 
day by the “Post” on the contro- 
versial subject of Friday night or 
Saturday night openings of local 
stores, the opinions were varied and 
many, and in a large majority of 
cases, most expletive, The results of 
the survey taken recently by the 
Chamber of Commerce on the same 
subject are not available as yet, but 
the opinions of the 30 merchants 
Who were contacted today seem to 
indicate'a definite trend, Of these 30 
business men, two-thirds of them 
definitely stated that they prefer 
the Friday night opening by-law to 
remain as it is, 

However, the advocates of the 
Saturday night opening had several 
points in support of their cause. 
One proprietor of a local drug 
store stated that a great deal of 
country trade is being lost by clos- 
ing on Saturday nights. He says 
that some farmers will not get 
dressed up to come to town on Fri- 
day and then have to be back in 
the mud on the farm on Saturday. 
He also believes that the farmer 
prefers to finish his weeks’ work 
about Saturday noon, get cleaned 
up and come to town for shopping 
and entertainment and possibly 
spend the week-end visiting friends. 
Local theatre managers are firm in 
their stand on this subject. They 
belleye that they are losing a lot at 
the box office because the farmers 
are not coming to town on Fridry } 
nights as they would if the stores 
remained open Saturday nights, 

On the other hand, the majority 


} 


of Lindsay merchants seem to be= 
lieve that things should remain as 
they are. One of their chief claims 
to this belief, is the fact that many 
farmers come to Lindsay on Friday 
to attend the auction sales at the 
Community Barn, and then come 
downtown in the evening to do 
their shopping. The manager of a 
local shoe store believes that the 
merchants of Lindsay are getting 
some of the business from the Pet- 
erborough district, since those store- 
Keepers remain closed every night. 
He thinks that some of the people 
who work in Peterborough and live 
in surrounding communities, such 
as Omemee, bring their Friday pay 
cheques togfuindsay to cash them, 
and naturally do some shopping at 
the same time. 

The majority of merchants feel 
that the residents of Lindsay do not 
care particularly which night the 
stores remain open, as it is usually 
convenient for them to come down- 
town either on Friday or Saturday, 
But it is those people who live out= 
side of town’ who must be consider- 
ed. When it is more convenient for 
them?

PREPOSTEROUS ! 

People who enjoy music were undoubtedly pleased 
to learn that the popular British orchestra conductor

The following paragraph in the story covering his 
arrival must have struck readers as proposterous: 

“Union regulations prevented him from bringing 
his crack British orchestra, so that in the cities on his 
Canadian tour he has to pick up local players and school 
them in his special brand of orchestra “sound”. To give 
a two-hour concert, such as he'll give in the Gardens 
(Toronto), he requires “at least nine hours! rehearsal,” 
he told us.” 

We believe it is going a bit too far when the people 
of any country are prohibited by organization regula- 
tions from hearing outstanding talent from abroad. 
The whole thing seems so pointless, especially when it 
is considered that Mantovani’s concerts are listened to 
over the air at every opportunity by thousands of Cana- 
dians to whom his arrangements appeal.

The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation is under 
fire for letting a horrid adjective go out over one of its 
television programs. We do not feel disposed to con- 
demn it for that.

Con- 
sidering all the lamentations we hear—all the wicked 
nouns, dreadful verbs, horrid adjectives and shocking ad- 
yerbs—it is astonishing how few of them do.

FARMERS AND ORGANIZED LABOR 

At its recent annual meeting, the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen (U.S.A.) adopted a resolution ask- 
ing for a government investigation into the causes of de- 
clining farm prices. In commenting on the resolution, 
Mr. W. P. Kennedy, President of the Brotherhood, said 
this: “When the farmer prospers, so does the railroad 
man and every other worker. Our interests are inter- 
dependent. We need eath other.’’ He might have added 
that all departments of the national economy are assist- 
ed and strengthened when farmres receive incomes 
commensurate with the important work they do, and are 
weakened when the farmers are unable to receive 
enough for their products to enable them to meet ex- 
penses and to assure them of a reasonable margin of 
profit. 

The time is long past—if, indeed, it ever existed— 
when public indifference to a sound agricultural econ- 
omy could be indulged without endangering the en- 
tire social and economic fabric. Farmers never haye 
been unreasonable, nor are they now, in their financial 
expectations; they ask only a fair deal in the general 
economic structure. Certainly, as Mr. Kennedy in- 
ferred, organized labor—whose interests cannot be 
separated from public opinion—has nothing to lose 
by speaking up for a segment of the population outside 
its own membership; indeed, the gesture should help 
te enhance labor’s national prestige.

Fire Prevention Week 1s officially 
declared for this week, the week of 
October 3rd to 9th. A poster of a 
familiar fireman leading a small girl 
by the hand bears the warning in| 
black letters against a fiery red | 
background — “Let’s grow up, not 
burn up”. Another bulletin dis- 
tributed by the Fire Chief says "Fire 
is the silent partner of Inflation.” 

Mr. Pollock, secretary-manager of | 
the Chamber of Commerce here, is 
issuing bulletins and literature to 
Lindsay merchanis who are taking 
an active part in Fire Prevention, 
and it is hoped, the Fire Depart- 
ment says, to have the co-opera- 
tion of all citizens. Edwards Hard- 
ware is one merchant who is putting 
in a Fire Prevention window display. 

“Fire Prevention is advertised for 
a week”, says Inspector Tom Madill, 
Lindsay Fire Department, “but it’s 
message is for 52 weeks of the year.” 

Next week, Inspector Madill will 
speak in Omemee on Tuesday. He 
says he has been inyited there as 
part of their features marking the 
Week, and he will make a check of 
schools and factories in Omemee.

Grower Elgin W. Budd 
of Simcoe tried an experiment 
which proved highly successful, 
when he held an auction sale of 
Ohristmas trees on one of his 
plantations, and growers and buy- 
ers from United States and Cana- 
da attended. 

Pontypool’s John Payne conduct- 
ed the auction which is believed to 
be Canada's first. High prices were 
paid by buyers, and great praise giv- 
en to Mr. Budd, who has grown 
Scotch pine for about 10 years, and 
is believed to be the originator of 
pruning the trees regularly, which

Northwest Territories. The man 
is Sgt. Fred H. Waite, Royal Cana- 
dian Corp of Signals. He is the 
son of Mrs. W. Waite, 64 Victoria 
Ave. N., Lindsay 

The story of Sgt. Waite’s com- 
mendable action is carried in a 
“Supplement to Army Orders” under 
the caption of “Honours and 
Awards”. It needs no embellishment 
and read: 


On 17 May 1954, a report was re- 
ceived at the Signals Radio Station 


tories that a group of Eskimos were 
very seriously ill. 

Sergeant Waite the non-commis- 
stoned officer in charge of the sta- 
tion, escorted by one of the Eskimos, 
went to the Eskimo Camp which was 
about three miles away. He found 
four adults and two children with 
extremely high temperatures and 
suffering from what appeared to be 
@ severe atiack of influenza. He im- 
mediately treated them with penic- 
iiiin and aspirin and on return to 
his s on sent a message to the 
hospital at Fort Churchill. 

The next day he again visited the 
camp and found eight more cases. 
Me treatment was given ex- 
cept one case in which he de- 
layed treatment in order to estab- 
lish a2 control c: upon which the 
medical authorities could base their 
shudis On 19 May Sergeant Waite 
developed all symptoms of the 
Eskimo disease and had a tempera- 
ture of 103.2 degrees. Despite this, 
with the aid of an assistant he con- 
tinued his treatments on existing 
and new cases until 23 May.

The decline in the index from 
117 points to 116 point eight was 
the first in three months. It went 
up four-fifths of a point in July ana 
five-tenths of a point during the 
previous two months | 

The food index fell during August 
from 114 point four to 113 point 
eight. The Bureau of Statistics says 
there were decreases on a wide 
range of items --including coffee, 
pork, lamb, fresh fruits and veget- 
ables. But eggs, butter and some 
canned goods went up slightly. 

Advances in rents and home 
ownership resulted in a rise of one- 
fifth of a point in the shelter index. 

The clothing index went down 
fractionally, while the household 
operation index was unchanged.

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1i-hour working day 
was workman's problem 
here 55 Years ago 


Fifty-five years ago jin «Lindsay 
“the eleven-hour working day” was 
the problem confronting labor and 
management, An old issue of “The 
Weekly Post" date April 21, 1899, 
which Robt (Bob) Cornforth has 
unearthed, carries a letter to the 
editor of “The Post” of that day 
which reads: 

Sir:— 

“As a working man, I desire to 
point out to the public the unosten- 
tious way in which Mr. Sam Park- 
in reduced the hours of labor in 
his mill from eleven to ten hours. 
Until recently it has been the cus- 
tom and is still the plan in many 
places, to squeeze the very last bit 
of effort out of a workman that 
the sawmill man is capable of put- 
ting forth. Experience has, however, 
taught many of our less greedy 
mill-owners that long hours are not 
conducive of either good work or 
a large output of work. Jaded men 
will not be as careful nor will they 
work as hard as those whose ener- 
gies have not been sapped by ex- 
cessively long hours of labor. The 
theory that machines kept going for 
eleven hours will do more work than 
in ten hours is a delusive one. That 
they will not do as good work must 
be apparent to the least observant. 
Matter in any form—even in the 
shape of machine— is better for 
reasonable and fair periods of rest, 
and incessant and driving work is 
the poorest kind of economy with 
either man or machine. This les- 
son has been learned by many of 
the largest employers of labor in the 
world, who have adopted the eight- 
hour system. It is becoming the 
law of many of the most enlighten- 
ed nations to make the eight-hour 
day the legal working day on all 
government work. Such being the 
case, why should our local employers 
—especially the mill men—persist 
in drawing the very last bit of ef- 
fort out of their weary, and too 
often, poorly paid men. 


“Tt is rumored that Mr. John Car- 
ew, whose mill operations have been 
so successful, intends adopting the 
ten-hour system, but that he is 
persistenly opposed in this course by 
other large employers of mill lab- 
or. For the sake of mercy and 
humanity, let it be said that we 
have seen the last in Lindsay of the 
body and soul-racking eleven-hour 
working day.

Good Variety 
Of Produce 


One could buy the necessaries for 
a first-class dinner at Saturday's 
out-door Farmers’ Market, and quite 
reasonably too! 

A certain roasting fowl was mark- 
ed $1.21; potatoes sold for 40 cents 
for six quart baskets; fresh cabbage 
(6c); tomatoes 50c. a small basket, 
cucumbers (5c apiece). Vegetables 
were various—beets per basket, 25 
cents, and in bunches, 5 cents; corn, 
35 cents doz.; pepper squash, 5 and 
10 cents; butter beans 55 cents a 
small basket (and there was just 
one) and Spanish onions for 15 
cents a measure. 

An apple grower had Mackintosh 
Reds for 69 cents a six-quart basket, 
and flowers and plants were still 
displaying their late beauty. Plants 
ran from 35c to $1.00., One plant in 
particular, called a cypress fern was 
attracting attention. 

A Manyers Township farmer who 
has come to the market for years 
had her stall completely clear, this 
morning at 9.10. She explained that 
her corn, potatoes and eggs (large 
at 60c per doz.) were picked up in 
record time, this morning. 

“The Post” queried the farmers 
about their future when the weather 
get too cold for holding Saturday 
morning market outdoors, All had 
the same thing to say, that they 
hope to have a warmer welcome 
soon, warmer place that is. One 
well-read lady said that earlier 
there had ben a request in the news- 
paper to the effect that suggestions 
of the general public would be wel- 
comed, but that she had not noticed 
any forthcoming.

On Kent Too! 


People walking up Kent St, last 
week stopped dead in their tracks 
when ahead of them in front of a 
local bakery there sat in the middle 
of the sidewalk in all its black and 
white glory ...a skunk, 

And a young man witnessing how 
the sidewalk was cleared for traf- 
fic, learned something regarding 
skunk-handling! He tells “The 
Post” that a passerby picked the 
animal up, and carried him up a 
nearby alleyway. A youth who 
knows a little about the striped kit- 
ties, suggests this morning that the 
man carried it by the hind fect, 

He says that if you keep a skunk's 
back feet off the ground, he can 
do you no harm!

There seems to be a wide diver- 
gence of opinion as to the date of 
the picture that appeared on Page 
One, Wednesday, headed “Long, 
long ago in Lindsay |. . but when? 
Some of Lindsay's residents of long- 
standing have supplied versions, and 
the date of muddy Kent,St. is said 
by two to be 1863-1865. One citizen 
dates it twenty years later, 1886- 
1887, 


It seems that In 1866 a big fire 
occurred in Lindsay, which nearly 
wiped out Kent St., and Mr. George 
Beall, who is the grandson of the 
first George Beall, jeweller in 
Lindsay, believes the picture was 
taken around 1865 and says it 
resembles greatly a picture in ‘the 
family’s possession. The “Boot and 
Shoes” sign which appears so pro- 
minently in the picture it 
is learned from Mr. Beall and Mr. 
W. E. Goodwin, marked the entrance 
to a then thriving shoe manufactur- 
ing company’s factory which 
employed quite a number of people 
at the time. The mother of the 
late Edmund Gregory, former head 
of the drug company bearing his 
name, was a daughter of the 
Wrights who owned the factory, it 
is learned, Mr. Pat Welsh also drop- 
ped into the Post editorial office, 
with the informaton that he thinks 
the picture is about 79 years old. Mr 
W. E. Goodwin, agrees with the 
1865 figure, but J, S. Shannon of 
Mill St. thinks it was in 1885, and 
he supplied “the Post” with a 
detailed history of the Kent St. 
merchants at the time he thinks 
the picture was taken. 


Mr, Shannon, who just saw the 
picture in the paper and did not 
decipher the word “Hardware” at 
the foot of the street, and a sign a 
little west of “J. F, Gimson” in the 
maze of signs back in the shade 
which proclaims “Post Printing 
Office” and the word “Wright's” 
close to the wall on the “Boots and 
Shoes” first at the left, analyzes the 
old scene as; 


What is now known as Britton 
Block (foot of Kent St.) Mr, Shan- 
non says housed three businesses: 
A. D. Mallon, Post Printing and 
Britton Bros. (Jewellers). 


Mr. George Beall says their first 
store was located on the south side 
of the street at the time the picture 
was taken. Mr. Shannon's version 
has Beal's in the Benson Block west 
of Sam Perrin, druggist, with the 
old Grand Trunk Railway office, 
and J, R. Dundas’ Dry Goods, 
where Flavelle Bros nephews clerk- 
ed, at Kent and York. 

Mr. W. Goodwin, decorator, of 
Lindsay, todays says that York St, 
at the time of the picture (which 
he dates 20 years previous to Mr. 
Shannon's 1885), was called Broad- 
way, Do less! Both men agree that 
Kent St. (which was much wider 
than it is today was “gumbo” mud. 
One needed shoes almost nailed to 
one’s feet to get across. The planks, 
visible in the picture at York St. 
were used by pedestrians to cross 
Kent St, Further along Kent at 
Cambridge, stone slabs were laid to 
permit street crossing without get- 
ting mired 

Mr, Goodwin's opinions seems to 
tie in half way between the Shan- 
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Non and Beal) view. He says Wright's 
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Gid Picture Stirs Memories 
Of Long-time Residents Here 
But Dates Are At Variance 


Shoe Factory was west on Kent 
alright, but says. the Benson House 
was then known as Jewett Hotel. 
Where Claxton’s is now, (not in 
the picturg at all), was Jewett 
Hotel, says Mr, Shannon—but his 
date is 1885, and Mr. Goodwin, 
readers remember, is 1865! 

The awnings remarked on in the 
cut-lines beneath the picture in 
Wednesday's paper are not awn- 
ings as they are known now but 
were wooden, and as the pictures 
show, acted as a front showroom, 
with wares displayed on the side- 
walk (boards too). Mr. Shannon 
says that a carriage store farther 
west than is shown in the scene had 
a verandah recessed from the 
street — to form a rotunda! 


The print which was supplied to 
“The Post” by G. B. Henderson of 
Cannington has certain plain signs 
nailed to posts or else painted on the 
sides of the “awnings” —Hardware, 
is plain, at the block building at the 
farthest east end of the street. There 
doesn’t seem to be any Lindsay St. 
N., although Mr. Shannon says in 
1885 the present East Ward was 
known as “French Village’ —s0 
many residents being French. (Pri 
meau was a prominent family). 
There was a lane between the lone 
frame building at the farthest east 
point of Kent, occupied by a but- 
cher, William Jack. 

Miss Jean Wilson of “The Post” 
says that when the late Mr. Geo. 
Wilson took over the newspaper, it 
was not at the far end of Kent. Mr. 
Shannon, once a printer, says, he 
learned his trade with “The Post 
Printing” when it was located there 

Mr, Norman Mark Sr., on today's 
staff of ‘The Post”, says of the con- 
flicting opinions ag to the site of the 
early days of “Post Printing”, that 
the Kent St. West site was before 
the plant moved to the foot of 
Ken St. He says that was before his 
time, and that he has been in 
Lindsay some 65 years. 

Has anyone any more information 
to correctly mark this picture as 
1865, 1875, 1885 or just when? 

Some facts to go on: Signs visible 
—Maguire, J. Costello and Sons, J. 
F. Gimson, There is an L-shaped 
sign above the Wright's Boots and 
Shoes, attached to the brick front 
of the building and reads “Peniten- 
tlary (Work) or (Shoe) (Store) or 
(Shop) 

Mr. J. 8. Shannon supplied the 
“Post reporter wth some excep- 
tionally interesting “look-back” in- 
formation regarding business in 1885 
here. Stories of, early robberies, 
early telephones, old families, etc. 
are very, veyy intaresting, and 
in q later issue, “The Post’ will 
carry some of his reminiscenses.

Canning Corn 
Harvest Slowed 
By Wet Season 


Some grain is still in the field due 
to the fact that unseasonably wet 
weather has snagged harvest opera- 
tions in Victoria County. This 
according to the weekly farm re- 
port issued by the Ontario Dept, of 
Agriculture which adds: “Continued 
wet weather has made it difficult 
for men growing canning corn to 


get their fields picked.”

showing some comparable figures 
taken , year ago. The production 
of Creamery butter for the county 
of Victoria during the month of 
August 1953 was 216,590 pounds, 
whereas production during August 
of 1954 was 208,171 pounds, a de- 
crease this year of 8,419 pounds. 
However, creamery butter produc- 
tion for the same period in the 
counties of Ontario and Durham 
were slightly increased Ontario 
county was up only 606 pounds.

Dr. George E. Hall 
To Egerton Ryerson’ 


Pays Tribute | 
s Efforts 


Being with you this evening and 
having the opportunity of particl- 


pating in this centennial of 
secondary school education in 
Lindsay is indeed g pleasure. It 


is a pleasure from several points 
of view. Having been born and 
raised in Lindsay, I have hud per- 
sonal experience in the schoois of 
Lindsay and with a considerable 
number of the teachers -- some of 
whom I know were thankful when 
I had passed on into the hands of 
some other unsuspecting teacher; 
some of whom predicted dire results 
and a less than mediocre future. 

It is a pleasure, too, to be here 
in Lindsay tonight since chis is 
the first time that I have had the 
privilege of addressing an open 
meeting in my home town. 

And again it is a pleasure to have 
come from London to take part in 
these celebrations dealing with 
public education because it was in 
“the indifferent Grammar School 
of the London District” that that 
great pioneer educator and father 
of the Ontario School System, 
Egerton Ryerson, received “such an 
education as was afforded 
supplemented by the reading of 
whatever books he could secure.” 

We are all here to recognize the 
100 years of the provincial second- 
ary school system and the establish~ 
ment in this district of the lindsay 
Grammar School and its successor 
-the Lindsay Collegiate Institute of 
1889 In doing this we, of necessity, 
are ‘paying tribute to Ryerson - a 
man who was taunted for: his lack 
of formal. education, and eyen 
ridiculed in the press for his Jack 
of -learning. But his biographer, 
Pitman, so ably states “to taunt him 
with being half-educated wac the 
mark of a smal] mind. Every man 
must be judged according to the 
way he makes use of his opportuni- 
ties, aNd by such standards no 
man in Canadian public life has 
ever measured higher than Egerton 
Ryerson. He may have known “little 
Latin and less Greek”, he may have 
been wholly ignorant of the Binomi 
al theorem, and may not have been 
able to write as smooth and grace- 
ful English as the classical scholara 
of Oxford, but he knew that thou- 
gands of boys and girls in tho 
packwoods of Upper Canada were 
growing up in ignorance; he knew 
that the secondary schools of Upper 
Canada were scarccly more efficient 
than they were thirty years before, 
(his time) and he knew that the 
country had gmple resources to give 
reasonable educational advantages 
to all. More than this, he must have 
felt that, given reasonable freedom 
and support, he ‘could in a short 
time, change the whole system of 
education”. 

As we sit here in 1954 in a modern 
gchool building and take for granted 
our televisions, our radfos, our 
telephones, our hydro power, our 
highways, our cars, our high stand- 
ard of living, and boast about our 
future, it would be well for us, as 
we join here to celebrate , great 
centennial, to give some heed to the 
conditions of 100 years ago and 
realize that what was accomplished 
then has made our present sducat- 
fonal system possible. 

Ryerson’s report, and we musl 
start with it, became the basis of 
our Common School system, Recog- 
nizing the necessity of explaining 
the provisions of the new Bill to 
the school trustees and teachers in 
1847, he spent three months visiting 
County School Conventions 
{throughout Upper Canada. Again in 
1853 from January through March, 
- talk about deyotion overesming 
hardship - he reyisited the yarious 
County meetings - but we find in 
his Journa) of Education for that 
year, no mention of meetings to be 
held in Victoria County. In his 
editorial remarks of the January, 
1853 issue it states, ‘The Journal 
cannot, therefore, be addressed to 
the ‘Trustees in (the following) 
Municipalities, until their post office 
address be received.” In a Nat of 
some 76 delinquent municipalites in 
Upper Canada he listed, “All In the 
County of Victoria” 

Out of sheer interest - the local 
superintendents of schools in Vic- 
toria County that year, 100 years 


ago, were: 
Charles Law -Eldon and Mariposa 


-Oakwood; John Irons, M_D. - Emily | 


. Emily; The Rey. John Hickey - 
Fenelon and Verulam -Fenelon 
Falls: Jeremiah O’Leary- Ops - 
Lindsay. 


And each, accordng to the Ac* 
of 1850, was to receive a fee of $4 for 
every school under his jurisdiction 
In those days, 100 years ago 
according to the reports, the village 
of Lindsay was the county town of 
Victoria County but yet pot an 
incorporated village. There were 
11,657 people resident in the county 
and the apportionment of the 
Legislative Grant to the county 
and the Townships was 279 peunds 
5 shillings and 7 pence. No wonder 
the teachers lived in the lap 2f 
poverty. 

This is brought home in one 
letter of the day written by a tea- 
cher. It says, “Mr. ——, in the 
section West of me drew annually 
$120 on the ground of his higk 
qualifications as well as his teach- 
ing Latin. My share of the grant 
was $80. Mr ——, east of me drew 
$50 . . . . The Government grant 
Was what a teacher mainly depend- 
ed on for cash. The rest of his pay, 
which yaried from $10 to to $16 per 
month, Government Grant included, 
Was mostly paid in ‘kind’, anda very 
hard to collect at that.” 

The 6 townships of Victoria 
County, in 1850, were listed as part 
of the County of Peterboro ana 
previously known as the Colbourne 


district. That year from the 
Legislative appointionmen: for 
schools, the township of Emily re- 
ceived 85 pounds; Eldon, 31 


pounds; Fenelon, 8 pounds, 10 shil- 
lings Mariposa, 62 pounds; Ops, 46 
pounds, and Verulam, 10 pounds. 
Tt was in. 1852 that Victoria was list- 
ed separately for the first time, and 
with 11,657 people it received as its 
apportionment of the Legislative 
School Grant, 230 pounds. 14 
shillings and 2 3-4 pence It -yould 
be interesting to know how those 
three farthings were spent. 

Our friend, the Prime Minister, 
can see the pattern emerging. The 
grant in 1853 was, as you can zuess, 
increased, increased again in 1854 
to 279 pounds, 5 shillings, 7 pence, 
and by 1857 reached $1,573.60 It is 
a familiar pattern. 

Lindsay, mind you, was nov yet 
an incorporated yillage.,But typicai 
of those English, Scotch, and par- 
ticularly the Irish pioneers of those 
days, they were eager for edneation. 
There were 50 school sections in the 
County and 5 union schoo) sections, 
And there were 52 teachers for the 
48 schools. 

But I can assure you that those 
48 schools were not the well-built 
well-lighted, well-equipped and 
well-staffed schools which we see 
in every community today’ The 
reports of 100 years ago cell us 
about those 48 schools, - most of 
them, 14x16 feet - none of brick, 
none of stone, six of frame, forty- 
two of log and none of “kind not 
reported”, It‘ is obvious that, the 
superintendents in the Victoria 
School districts were, when they 
reported at all, accurate in their 
reporting. Of those 48 school houses, 
four were built during the year 
which we are honouring today, at a 
total cost of 113 pounds, 5 shillings 
- less than $500 of the currency of 
the day for four school houses. 

And let me remind you of this 
Those 48 schools in Victoria County 
had a total of 4 maps -- none of the 
world or the continent, 1 only of 
Canada and 3 “other maps”, Only 
22 of the 48 schools even had hlack- 
boards. And yet from such little, 
one-roomed log school houses, with 
no maps, no blackboards, and few, if 
any, books, came men and women of 
great capacity, of profound wisdom 
of deep purpose, men and women 
of vision, of judgment and of in: 
tegrity -- endowed with the qualities 
of leadership -- who gave us respon 
sible government, who ushered 1p 
our economic development ana who 
conceived and gave us the Dominion 
of Canada It is we, with all of 
the opportunities and advantages of 


modern education and living tn 
modern society, who should be 
thankful for the little old log 


school house and humble in the 
memories of its product 
I fee) sure that the present day

Mr. Murphy farmed all his life 
and was one of the earliest breeders 
of pedigreed Holstein cattle He 
was an enthusiastic supporter of 
all livestock shows, and although he 
never showed any of his own stock, 
he was always in attendance at all 
the fairs in the district. He was 
a member of the Alter Society of 
St. Mary’s Ohurch, the Knights 
of Columbus and politically Mr 
Murphy was a staunch Liberal. 

His wife, the late Catherine 
Meagher, pre-deceased him by 15 
years” 

He is survived by three daughter, 
Mary, (Mrs. Harry O'Reilly, of 
Valentia), Frances, (Mrs. Charles 
Mallon of Toronto,) and Catherine, 
(Mrs. Malcolm McColl of Lindsay) _ 
Two sons, William J. and Joseph 
H., both of Lindsay. Mr. Murphy 
also leayes 28 grandchildren.

The business leader says there's 
fin adequate reservoir of funds in 
Canada for the expansion of in- 
dustry. And, in case of anv real 
trouble, he cites the existence of 
a federal public works program 
that could take up any slack in 
employment, 

As for widespread unemploy- 
ment, Godsoe puts it this way... 
there’s nothing to fear but fear.

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Education In This District Reviewed — 
Centennial Speakers At The LCI 


Prof. Kirkconnel Reviews 100 Yrs. 
Of Educational Progress Here 


It is now over forty years since 
I graduated from the Lindsay Col- 
legiate Institute and launched out 
on the high seas of college training, 
but my memories of the old school 
are still green and enduring. More- 
over, while it was not my lot to be 
born in Lindsay. Like my distin- 
guished young colleague President 
Hall, yet the town was my father’s 
home for a quarter century and 
more of your citizens are the cher- 
ished contemporaries of my youth 
than is the case with any other 
spot in Canada. Here, too, I was 
twice married, both times to Lind- 
say-born girls and graduates of the 
L.C.1 I have, moreover, taught 
long ago in these halls and com- 
manded the local cadet battalion. In 
@ very real sense I may claim to- 
night to have come home again for 
this occasion. 

The declared purpose of this cele-

secondary education in this part of 
Central Ontario and here, too, I may 
claim ancestral associations with 
the theme. One hundred years ago, 
my mother’s father, Thomas Wat- 
son, was headmaster of the gram- 
mar and common. schools in Port 
Hope, even as her grandfather, 
Christopher Watson, had taught 
school a generation earlier in 
“Muddy York”. She herself taught 
in the Port Hope High School be- 
fore she married my father, while 
his forty-four years as teacher and 
headmaster in Port Hope and Lind- 
Say are a matter of familiar re- 
cord. a . 

As President Hall has already ex- 
Plained in delightful detail, the 
schools of 1854 were modest in scope, 
penurious in salary, and realistic 
in discipline. In the days when 
42 of Victoria County's 48 schools 
were still log shacks and hoyels, the 
standards of education must per- 
force have been in harmony with 
its surroundings. 

Another way of realizing the 
humble beginnings from which the 
magnificent school of 1954 has 
grown is to describe briefly the 
Lindsay of 1854—a very different 
entity from today’s young city of 
ten thousand inhabitants. 

No more than 500 persons dwelt 
in the village of 1854. There were 
no sewers, no lights, no town water, 
and of course neither telegraph nor 
telephone. Cows, geese and dogs 
Wandered everywhere without let or 
hindrance. Tt was less than twenty 
years since the townsite, one-quart- 
er of its present size, had been fin- 
alized, and not until 1840 had the 
first streets been hacked out of the 
spruce and cedar swamp. The 
first school-house, built in 1841 by 
a Methodist circuit-rider, Rev, John 
Sanderson, as a school on week-days 
and a church on Sundays, still sur- 
vived in my boyhood at No. 23 Wel- 
lington Street. If it still exists to- 
day, it deserves a memorial plaque 
as the town’s oldest house, first 
school, and first Protestant build- 
ing. 

(it has since been learned that 


the building referred to no longer 
exists.) 


Navigation was for the moment 
the dominant form of transporta- 
tion, for locks in the Scugog had 
been completed at Lindsay in 1844 
and the S. S, “Woodman” of Port 
Perry and the S. S. “Ogemah” of 
Fenelon Falls came through regu- 
larly with their cargoes. Con- 
struction was already busy, however, 
on the Port Hope and Lindsay Rail- 
way, but it was 1857 before the first 
train came snorting into the station 
on the east bank of the river. 

Local industry consisted of a 
grist mill, a saw mill, a tannery, a 
Potashery, an lron foundry and a 
carding and fulling plant. There 
were half a dozen stores, a branch 
of the Bank of Upper Canada, and 
two or three taverns. 

Three churches—Roman Catholic, 
Methodist and Presbyterian—sery- 
ed the village of 1854. The Cathol- 
ies were still worshipping in a log 
church on the southwest corner of 
Lindsay and Russell streets, but 
Father Chisholm, a six-foot-four 
Highlander from Glengarry, was al- 
ready laying the foundations for the 
present St. Mary’s Church and 
Gathering brick and timber for the 


_streets. 


1854; but the streets were quagmire 
in spring and fall and a lofty bar- 
rier of primeval pine walled in the 
little settlement to the north and 
west. = 

-Such was the village of 1854 when 
grammar school classes were begun 
in the Common Scheol building, cy 
small frame structure on the north- 
west corner of Kent and Albert 
These grammar schood 
classes were taughd by William 
Daunt, and all the lower grades 
were taught in the same building 
by his wife. The grammar school 
grant for that year was one hundred 


‘pounds. Mr. and Mrs. Daunt rep- 


resented the entire educational forc- 
es of the community, and should be 
remembered tonight as the= trail- 
blazers of the tradition We are 
honouring. 

‘The arrival’of the railway in 1857 
coincided with incorporation and 
inaugurated a rapid growth in pop- 
ulation. By the early sixties, there 
were 3,000 citizens in the town and 
the same census of 1871 vouched 
for 4,049. This swift pressure of 
population led to the erection of a 
new Union School building of red 
brick farther west in the same block 
on Kent Street West. Most of 
you here this ewning will remem- 


ber this curious structure —— a 


mock mediaeval hybrid of mon- 


astery and barracks, with the air of : 


a shoddy castle badly gone to seed. 
Projecting bricks were left en either 
side of the building outside for con- 
venience in making additions and 
those on the west side were so ut- 
ilized in 1870 for putting on a two- 
room extension. No use was ever 
made of those on the east side, for 
@ policy of building extra ward 
schools was entered upon instead, 
The old Union School was demol- 
ished in July 1921 and its former 
site occupied by tennis courts. 

Long before this, however, a sep- 
arate high school building had: been 
built still farther west in 1888 and 
constitutes the central nucleus of 
the building in which we have met 
tonight. The architect was a Lind- 
Say man, William Duffus, who also 
designed St. Joseph’s Convent, St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian: Church and 
St. Paul's Anglican Church. Tt 
was a three-story structure of red 
brick on a foundation of white 
Bobcaygeon stone, and included sey- 
en class-rooms and an assembly 
hall. Further additions were made 
in 1910, in the twenties, and only 
yesterday in the fifties. 

This outward shell of the school, 
however, has been far less signif- 
icant than the pedagogical organism 
whose growth it has housed. It is 
not enough to say that this was a 
“grammar school” from 1854 to 1871, 
a “high school” from 1871 to 1889, 
a “collegiate institute” from 1889 
to 1952, and a “Victoria County 
district high school” since that 
time. Up to 1871 there was no “en- 
trance examination” to mark a 
transition of competence from the 
elementary level to the secondary 
level, and since the government 
Srant from 1865 onward was based 
on the number of students enrolled 
in Latin in the grammar school, ev= 
ery possible pupil, boy or girl, cley- 
er or stupid, fit or unfit, was thrust 
into the grammar school — to in- 
crease the government grant. A

A POINT OF GREAT DANGER 

Without attempting in any way to place responsi- 
bility for the car-train collision on Highway 36 north of 
Lindsay last Wednesday, it has been apparent for many 
years that the CPR railway crossing on the northern 
outskirits of the town is extremely dangerous to high- 
way traffic. This is particularly true when the cross- 
ing is approached from the north, although the south- 
ern approach is far from ideal. There seems to be 
general agreement that the banks which flank the rail- 
way at its approaches to the intersecting highway 
should be levelled. This will not lessen the need for 
caution in approaching the crossing but it will improve 
approach visibility, something which is extremely poor 
at the moment. 

It is fortunate that no one lost their life in the 
Wednesday accident and if the crossing can be im- 
proved soon it may yet be done in time to save such a 
tragedy. 


Safety Belts Might Have Helped 
Avoid Injuries In Crossing Crash 

Would safety belts have prevented some of the in- 
juries sustained by two American motorists when their 
car collided with a CPR train at Lindsay this week? 
That was the question we asked ourselves as we 
examined the wrecked car immediately after the 
accident. And, from observations made, we were of the 
opinion the question could only be answered in the 
affirmative. The reasons for reaching this conclusion 
are (a) one man’s head apparently punched a hole in the 
windshield because he was thrown some distance for- 
ward by the impact, something which might not have 
happened had he been afforded the protection of a 
safety belt and (b) the driver's body apparently exerted 
damaging pressure on the steering wheel at the time of 
collision, a maneouyre he might have been unable to 
execute had he been restrained by a safety belt. 

In the light of these observations we feel no com- 
punction in suggesting that those who oppose safety 
belt installation in automobiles should first examine the 
facts more closely. 

Safety belts have been proven valuable for use in 
aircraft when there is danger of jolting — why should 
they not prove equally valuable to the motoring public? 
Surely the cost would be insignificant in relation to 
benefits which would seemingly accrue to motorists. 


DON'T GET LOST.. 

The Dept. of Lands and Forests is anxious that no 
one get lost while hunting this season and some excel- 
lent hints on bush Jore are contained in the depart- 
ment’s general bulletin for last week. Here are some 
of the suggestions offered for your safe return from 
the fall hunt: 

“Before you enter strange territory, or any bush 
country, for that matter, do you know where you're go- 
ing or how to get back? Have you studied a large scale 
map of the territory and have you the map with you? 

“Does your equipment include a compass and do 
you really know how to use it? 

“Do you know that a whistle is practically invalu- 
able if you get lost? Have you waterproofed matches 
or matches in a waterproof container? Do you carry 
something which enables you to light a fire in hurry 
in wet weather? Some old photographic films are use- 
ful in such an emergency. 

“Have you the presence of mind, or control, to sit 
tight down and think when you realize you're lost? 
Most people make light of being lost, particularly if they 
never have been lost. But the most experienced woods 
traveller gets lost at times and the bravest of them will 
tell you privately, that there’s no more dreadful feeling of 
aloneness and terror. A few minutes of quiet thought 
- will enable you to study the situation instead of rushing 
off blindly to become even more Jost. 

“Do you know how to light a safe fire? The 
Department of Lands and Forests operates the larg- 
est aerial fire fighting force in the world. Planes are 
constantly patrolling the northland looking for smoke. 

Keen-eyed observers in hundreds of fire towers also 
are watching. Pxperts agree that once you realize 
you're lost, it will not be long before someone spots 
you if you sit down and think for a while then light a 
small fire, scraping away dried leaves and humug down 
to the bare mineral soil and keeping the fire under 
control. “If you've taken out a travel permit as you 
should at the nearest Lands and Forests Dept. office, 
it will not be long before a search is on when you fail 
to turn up at your hunting camp, 

“One other danger—in moose country—is emphas- 
ized by the Department's Gogama office. Regardless 
of anything printed or spoken to the contrary, don’t 
take any chances with moose. Generally, moose will 
run away but occasionally one doesn’t. You would not 
he the first hunter to spend several hours up a tree with 
a very nasty old bull moose at the bottom of it!” 


WAGES AND EMPLOYMENT IN THIS AREA 

While people are more interested in what will 
happen than in what has occurred, especially as regards 
jobs and purses, there is some value in looking back. It 
helps to bring the present into focus. We therefore 
point out, from the latest compilation of figures avail- 
able to us, that this Kawartha district (which includes 
the two cities of Oshawa and Peterborough) had its big- 
est pay and employment year last year, and therefore, if 
the present or future is judged by 1958, the gauge is 

“aerated, It was a boom year. 
Compare 1950 and 1953. Last year there were 
$,720, persons on industria] payrolls in the Kawartha 
region, an increase of 20.8 per cent, above 1950, The 
payrolls themselves totalled (1963) $110,019,000, an 

increase of 43.7 per cent above 1950. 

Industrial payrolls and and employment have slip- 
ped downward this year in the Kawartha district (the 
counties of Durham, Ontario, Peterborough, Victoria 
and Northumberland). The wages and salaries paid 
have decreased because the jobs are fewer or the work 
week shorter, not because wage rates have declined, On

July 1st, 1953, the index of employment was 126.8 (this 
year 1949 being 100), the index of payrolls was 173.1 
and the weekly wages and salaries averaged $64.89. 
On July Ist this year, the Ontario Bureau of Statistics 
found that the index of employment was 111.2 (a decline 
of 12.3, the index of payrolls was 149.6 (a decline of 
9.8) and the weekly average of salaries and wages in 
factories in this district was $63.93. 

This not cheerful comparison is however not dole- 
ful. Both employment and payrolls are well above the 
levels of 1950, and’the decline in this Kawartha district 
of four counties is not peculiar to them. The situation 
across the Province is similar. We note, for the satis- 
faction that it may bring, that the average industrial 
weekly wages and salaries in this district in July were 
among the highest in Ontario. The metropolitan 
Toronto average was $64.91, only a dollar more than in 
Peterborough, Oshawa and other industries of this dis- 
trict. —Peterborough Examiner. 


NOW A FRIEND, NOW AN ENEMY 

No truer words have ever been uttered than “there 
is nothing new ever happens” and particularly so when 
it comes to the question of Germany. Now that the 
countries representing a peace loving bloc in a most un- 
settled world have decided that our erstwhile enemy 
should be re-armed and form an integral part of our 
supposed defence against the Communist threat, it is 
wondered how their conscience is ever going to be 
drugged sufficiently that they can clearly and assured- 
ly say that this is the only action that can be taken. 
Parents who lost sons defending democratic principals 
such a very short time ago are naturally aggrieved to 
think that our leaders have so little in memory and re- 
spect for human life but perhaps parents are also sup- 
posed to forget that this one time enemy was respon- 
sible for the death of an irreplaceable loved one. Our 
governing diplomats apparently have shorter memor- 
ies than is frequently accredited them or at least their 
actions would justify that assumption. 

France is being frowned upon because she is dub- 
ious that such a course can spell anything but trouble 
for her which, looking back through history, is quite un- 
derstandable. If a man is beaten, stolen from, finan- 
cially impoverished and ill treated, he naturally does 
not feel that the same person who committed such out- 
rages against his person can be trusted to act differ- 
ently because he happens to change his name. People 
understand that line of reasoning but it is obvious that 
governments do not. Granted, there does have to be 
a strong front built up against possible Communist ag- 
gression but this business of taking one enemy into the 
fold as aid against another enemy (and one time ally) 
cannot spell anything but eventual trouble. 
again, has proven this to be true. Germany has been 
and will be an enemy even though temporarily accepted 
as a partner the same as Russia was an ally in the past 
two world conflicts and-is now a fear producing anti- 
power. Anyone with even a faint knowledge of past 
history can see how this shotgun alliance may boomer- 
ang on the perpetraters. It is infinitely better to have 
less in man power and be certain of your ally than to 
have hordes and be uncertain of their next action. 

We are definitely and unequivocally in favour of an 
alliance of the peace loving nations building up a com- 
mon defence against a common enemy but we cannot 
see that by accepting a rearmed Germany into our 
camp that we are doing anything to better our cause. 
History, undoubtedly, will run true to form and in future 
years history books will prove such predictions were not 
just a fantasy of fear, —Uxbridge Times.

school trustees will be interested 
to know that the highest salary 
paid jn Victoria County 100 years 
ago was 75 pounds, The lowest 24 
pounds Your guess Js right aqain == 
there were no laws of discrimin- 
ation in those days. The average 
male teacher (and 47 of the 52 
teachers were so listed) recelved - 
with board (and I presume that 
included some place to sleep), 38 
pounds, 8 shillings. Without board 
the salaries ayeraged 45 pounds, 
7 shillings. For those who can figure 
international currency the’ male 
teacher was being charged 6 pounds. 
19 shillings for board -- per Jear! 
But we must not forget the 5 
females - they were not callea 
“lady teachers” in 1854. 

They received, with board, on the 
average of 27 pounds, 15 shillings, 
but without board, 35 pounds. I 
don’t blame you for haying forgot- 
ten that the figure for the board 
equivalent for men teachers worked 
out to 6 pounds, 19 shillings. For 
the “females” it works out to 7 
pounds, 5 shillings. Maybe the 
“female” teacher then did eat more 
than the males -- and of course that 
was before the days of diet fads 
and the Gibson girl - but personally 
I think the trustees were simply 
taking advantage of the poor 
| “females”. 

And while talking about teachers 
and salaries of some 100 years ago, 
here is a piece of real philosophy 
relevant even Now, but with the 
sights changed more than a iittle 
It comes from the Journal of Edu- 
cation of 1948 in the form of 
“Duty of Trustees in the Selection 
of Teachers” -- “Pecuniary consid- 
erations should haye little or no 
influence in the selection of teach- 
ers Better procure a good teacher 
ab forty dollars per month, and let 
him teach g quarter of the time 
than to procure a poor teacher at 
ten dollars per month, and let him 
teach the whole time.” 

Teaching in those days had its 
drawbacks - poor equipment, poor 
pay - and I use the expression “pay” 
| because it was certainly not to be 
| classed as a salary, and poor fa- 
| cilities. But there is evidence, in 
the report of John Allenby, Esq., of 
Ops, that the lot of the teachers 
was improving. In 1850 he wrote, “f 
am of the opinion that this year

| But there was one thing af least 
that those teachers of a hundred 
years ago had that some, if not 
j all, teachers of today wish they 
had. It was a privilege clearly 
defined as “Number 39 - Authority 
of a Teacher to Maintain Dicipline 
in the School”, I quote from the 
report of the Minister of the De- 
partment of Public Instruction, 1854. 
“A teacher as well as parent, snould 
endeavour to govern children by 
their effections; but a teacher, as 
well aS q parent, ought to exer- 
| cise firmness, no less than tender- 
ness, in the goyernment of children; 
and ‘should, as well as the parents, 
use the rod, if he thinks it necessary 
\*to ensure obedience. The first 
requisite in school discipline is 
Obedience on the part of pupils; 
and a teacher must use all means 
necessary to maintain it - milo 
means if sufficient, but severe 
means if he thinks it necessary. — 
If, as the Sacred Scriptures state, 
the parent that ‘spareth the rod. 
haNth his child’, the teacher that 
does not use the rod when his orders 
fre wilfully disobeyed, violates his 
duty and wrongs the children placed 
under his charge.” 

Orders were orders -- from the 
Minister of Public Instruction - bul 
what fun! Who would not wish to be 
a teacher, once in a while at east, 
under those regulations? But that 
decision seems to imply, by the 
words “he” and “his” that only male 
teachers had the right to, or woula 
deign to use the rod or the later 
“strap”, The Crown Attorney an? 
I are living testimony to the us® 
of that particular instrument of 
persuasion at the hands of - or 
should I say, the strong arms of - 
charming, capable, “female” schon! 
teachers right here in the town of 
Lindsay. 

The year 1854 was of great sig- 
nificance. - It ushered in many 
things which had been nurtured 
and commenced. The unrestricted 
right of local self-government con- 
ceded to Canada the year hefore, 
went into effect. The system of 
Public Libraries became an actual- | 
ity, The general system of public 
instruction became a reality. 

It was in that year too, that a 
new type of double seat-desk was | 
introduced, There were eight sizes |

report of 1854: “Each pupil when 
| properly seated, can rest his feet 
on the floor without the muscles of |

of education by the denomination- 
ally controlled private schools was 
lessening as Egerton Ryerson fought 
for educational opportunities for the 
children of Upper Canada. 

Free schools were emerging. The 
people were recognizing the value 
and the incalculable benefits of 
education, Many editorials in many 
newspapers were supporting the 
cause of public instruction, Indeed. 
in the Hastings Chronicle of early 
1854 we read, “We have zealously 
supported free schools because their 
aim is to educate the masses. This 
being the case, tne poor man's chila 
in common with the rich, stand 
on equa] footing -- both drink from 
the same fountain of learning.” 

Many events of tne past have 
recelyed rightful recognition as in- 
tegral phases of our development as 
a nation of international status 
Many names haye been remembered 
and many persons honoured as their 
decisions, their determination and 
their activities of bygone years be- 
come recognized as strikingly 
significant and inherent compon- 
ents of a functioning modern 
system. One can argue that public 
education, because of its truly 
fundamental prace in our economy. 
reaching virtually every individual 
in every community, is one of the 
most important single factors of our 
society. Associated as it is, intimate- 
ly and integrally, with Christian 
education, nothing is of greater 
importance o1 as essential 
education. And so we al] take this 
opportunity, here today, of recalling 
a significant development in Vic- 
toria County, and in the village of 
Lindsay, as part of a major concept 
of education as envisaged by that 
ardent and fearless man, the Rey- 
erend Doctor Egerton Ryerson. 

With true propnecy were the 
words written a century ago that, 
“free schools are destined to confer 
incalculable benefits on the rising 
generation, and their influence 
must be felt operating for good in 
future time throughout the Pro- 
vince”. That was the vision of Ry- 
erson. That was the driving, moti- 
yating, and exciting force which 
gave him strength to build a school 
system for our forefathers and 
provide for us today an heritage of 
sound education in a brilliant blaze 
of economic development. All hon- 
our to his name!»

Not Necessarily Delinquent 

It seems that children who read 
comic books are not necessarily the 
class dunces at school. 

That's the word of Professor Paul 
Witty, director of the Psycho-Edu- 
cational Clinic at Northwestern 
University. He reports that comic 
book readership in the top quarter 
of the average grade school class is 
just as high as in the bottom quart- 
er. And he says that comic book 
reading definitely is not a major 
factor in delinquency. 


Old folks can take operations bet- 
ter than some of us may think, 

That fact shows in a recent study 
conducted by Dr, Warren Cole of the 
University of Illinois Medical School, 
and released by the Ilinois division 
of the American Cancer Society 

The study covered three-thousand 
656 operations . . . mostly serious 
ones, Only five and one-tenths per 
cent of the patients over 60 died 
during or after the operation, 

Dr. Cole says that contrary to 
public opinion, the healing power 
is as strong in old tissue as in young. 
He says older patients withstood 
stomach operations better than 
young patients. But he adds that in 
many cases old patients don’t re- 
cover from more serious surgery as 
readily as young folks.

Chief Constable John Hunter and 
OPP Constable Ralph Tremills were 
guests at the Peterborough Kiwanis 
Tuncheon Thursday, the occasion 
being the visit of ex-mspector Ro- 
pert Fabian of Scotland Yard.

Pine Trees 


In the Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests weekly report, 
Mr. M_, D. Kirk, of the Reforestation 
Division, Lindsay, had this to say, 
on reforestation 

“Galway Township was stocked 
with another 50,000 pin, and spruco 
trees this autumn. Despite the 
continuous bad weather, crews 
worked over rock and swamp in the 
north end of Galway Township, ad- 
jacent to Furnace Falls, setting out 
the seedlings grown in our nursery 
at Orono, Ontario. Thes, seedlings 
will provide a suitable supply of 
timber for the next generation on 
areas that would not re-stock them- 
selves naturally. 

Tree planting is still In progress 
at Northumberland Forest and Gan-~ 
araska Forest. At th, Ganaraska 
Forest, 90,000 trees are being plant- 
ed on the old “Toms” property. This 
land js so rugged that planting 
machines cannot be used.

Chief Suggests 
Ways To Keep 
Children Safe 


“There is no simple remedy for 
the problem of traffic accidents 
{nyolving children,” says Lindsay’s 
Chief of Police, John Hunter refer- 
ring to the beginning of the new 
school term. 

“Exposure to traffic hazards on 
the way to and from school ws one 
of life’s first responsibilities which 
a child has to face alone and every- 
one concerned, - parents, motorists, 
educators and the children them- 
selves - has @ definite part to play,” 
sald the Chief, C 

“Unfortunately, our police records 
show that until a child reaches the 
age of nine, exposure to traffic re- 
sults in far too many accidents 
with six-year-olds showing the 
highest proportion. 

“To the parents of children in 
this age group I would like to offe= 
the following suggestions: 

1. Get your child off to school in 
plenty of time so that he or she will 
not have to run. In nine out of every 
ten child traffic accidents last year, 
the child was running at the time 

2. Take time out to trace the 
safest way to schoo] and point out 
all the signs, pavement markings 
and aids to their safety. Then insist 
that they follow this route constant- 
ly. A small reward for safe behaviour 
is usually encouraging to them. 

3 Find out what the schools are 
teaching, safety-wise, then supple- 
ment it with discussions, perhaps at 
mea] time. 

4 Set a good example yourself. It 
doesn’t do any good for a teacher 
to tell your child to cross only on 
the green light, five days a week, 
if you cross against the red light 
on your Saturday morning shopping 
tour, 

5. Encourage yoyur child to call 
for two or three others and have 
them accompany each other on the 
way to school. If they are already 
in a body, there is less chance that 
they will dash across the road to 
join other children enroute.

No doubt there 1s not one of us 
who does not suffer at times with 
stress in one form or another al- 
though it may be difficult to define. 
In an editorial in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association we 
read that although ideas abony 
stress and stress diseasg have not 
yet crystallized, the current trend is 
to recognize stress as an important 
contributory cause of disease. There 
arp many kinds of stress and the 
ways In which they cause disease 
are not well understood, The prob- 
lem is nevertheless real and 
most authorities would include duo- 
dena) ulcer, thyroid disease - the 
severe type of golter, high blood 
pressure, ulcerative colitis and even 
rheumatoid though not understood 
part. 

“Such widely different factors as 
infection, intoxication, injury, mus- 
cular and nervous fatigue, extreme 
heat and cold have been grouped 
together as types of stress, As we 
thnk of stress, it implies elthe> 
an inner conflict or a conflict a- 
gainst circumstances for which no 
immediate action jg appropriate. It 
implies further that theeconfilct is 
protracted, the outcome uncertain, 
and that the victim is constantly 
aware of it, Many writers have been 
impressed by the great difference 
in the ability of different persons 
to withstand what appears to be 
the same amount of stress without 
showing signs of breakdown, but 
if, may be safely stated that no one 
is immune from breakdown if the 
stress is severe enough and jasts 
Jong enough.” 

Sports and war ‘offer situations 
that are ideal for the study of 
stress. Combat stress, was studied 
in World War 11 and more recently 
in Korea where a team consisting 
of physiologists, psychologists and 
psychiatrists, measured the mental 
and physical conditions of infantry- 
men before and after combat, They 
found by tests on the blood, urine 
and saliva thal men who had been 
under almost constant fire for five 
days bul with only 7 per cent 
casualties, were far worse off than 
those who had been under fire only |

A British safecracker, war hero | 
and man about town says he went 
Into the smuggling business to “pick | 
jup a few honest dollars.” | 


Eddie Chapman says smuggling’)

The 39-year-old Chapman has | 
quite a record. He was a top-notch | 
safe-cracker in pre-war London. 
“I gave up crime.” Chapman says, |

experience,” 


In the war, he posted as-a Ger- | 
man spy while working for British | 
Intelligence. The war office called |

But, getting back to his smuggling 
adventure of last summer, Chap- 
man says all kinds of rumors made | 
the rounds after his mission.

Paper White narcissi, planted 
in bowls filled with gravel or 
pearl chips and water, should 
be kept in a temperature below 
60 degrees for four weeks; pref- 
erably in dim light When root 
growth is sufficient, top growth 
will begin, and then they should 


have all the light possible. Best} 


flowers will result when the tem- 
perature never exceeds 70 de- 
grees; keep them away from 
Tadiators and steam pipes, and 
* out of overheated living rooms. 

Instead of grav bowls may 
be filled with bulb ‘fibre, or pot- 
ting soil. Containers should be 
deep enough to allow two inches 
of gravel, fibre or soil below 
them. Set the bulbs close to- 
gether but do not Jet them 
touch; and only the necks should 
emerge from the soil. 

_ Yellow Paper Whites (soliel 
d'or) and Narcissus Early Per- 
fection can also be grown by 
these methods; but they take 
longer to.make flowers.

When top growth begins, these 
bulbs must have all the light 
you can give them. They should 
be kept near windows, in a sun- 
parlor or room where ventilae 
tion can be given and tempera- 
tures kept down. By arranging 
shelves in front of a window on 
which the plants can stand, an 
attractive display is made. 

Lily of the Valley pips can be 
flowered in bowls of sphagnum 
moss which is kept moist. Give 
them the same treatment given 
Paper White Narcissi.

While early flowering double 
tulips have been grown and ad- 
mired for 100 years, most of the 
tall, late flowering varieties now 
offered, blooming at the same

They are called “peony flow- 
ered,” and when well grown 
their flowers resemble peonies, 
though never as large ag real 
exhibition peonies can be grown, 
Compared with the early flower- 
ing double tulips they have long- 
er_stems and larger flowers. 

Early double tulips blossom 
two weeks or more before the 
late flowering kind. Like the 
single early varieties, they were 
bred for use in formal beds, 
which the English called “car- 
pet beds.'’ The flowers were used 
to work out colorful patterns 
comparable to the designs in 
carpets, This method has long 
been out of fashion in this

“High School Act” of 1871 chang- | 
ed all that. The name “grammar 
school” was replaced by the Am- 
erican ‘term “high school” and a 
clear-cut entrance examination 
had to be passed before a student 
was accepted at the high school 
level. One may note, in passing, 
that the present administrative 
generation, which has forgotten the 
chaos of the 1860's, has now remoy- 
ed this 80-year-old barrier and is 
prepared to promote children by 
age-group instead of by mental 
competence. 

‘The act of 1871 made provision 
for training in advanced English, 


natural science and commercial 
subjects, and languages were made 
optional except for prospective 


teachers and university matricul- 
ants. Provision was also made for 
a high grade of secondary school 
to be known as a “collegiate insti- 
tute”, with the head of each depart- 
ment a specialist and with a high 
stipulated standard of equipment. 
As already noted, the Lindsay school 
reached this new status with the 
opening of its new building in 1889. 

The optional place of languages 
in the 1871 curriculum was a clear 
sign that the province wished to 
make general education available 
for boys and girls who had no pro- 
fessional ambitions and simply wish- | 
ed for an ampler and more effect- | 
ive life at home. For fifty years, | 
however, this opportunity remained 
unfulfilled since all students, or 
their parents, insisted on their pre- 
paring either for Normal Schoo! or 
for university matriculation, and 
here the strict academic program 
remained unchanged. | 


An act of 1921 sought once again | 
to broaden out education for the 
rank and file who would never go 
on to university or to Normal 
School. The menu of a five-year 
course in high school was now to be 
almost completely a la carte, Eng- 
lish literature was compulsory bread | 
and butter in each of the five years | 
and one year each, at Lower School | 
level, was required in History, Civ- 
ics, Physical Geography, Algebra} 
and Geometry. Otherwise every- | 
thing was to be optional. Agricul- 
ture, domestic science and manual 
training were prominent on the 
diet sheet. A high school gradua- | 
tion diploma was to go to anyone| 
who passed on any twelve subjects, | 
provided six of them were in the} 
Middle School. | 

In 1952, as has already been not- 
ed, the entrance examination sep- 
arating elementary and secondary 
schools was abolished. So were 
provincial examinations at the Low- 
er or Middle School levels. The | 
first outside audit on a prospective | 
university student now comes at) 
the end of Grade XT and whole- | 
sale bonusing of the unsuccessful | 
has not been unknown. Only a| 


decade or two of university exper- | 
ience will now prove whether or not | 


the new unfrustrated years of edu- 
cation from Grades I to XIH, with- 
out tears, examinations or affront | 
to the youthful ego, have achieved | 
psychological health at the expense | 
of basic knowledge. For the present 
I am willing to suspend judgment. | 


Certainly the textbooks in English | 


and Latin are now superior to those 
of my boyhood and I believe that | 
today’s teachers have received more | 
specialized pedagogical training. | 
The learning process can, for most, | 
be more effective if there is a strong 
incentive of persona] interest. Yet | 
there are fundamentals in each| 
subject that cannot be acquired 
without toil and our unregenerate 
human nature is all too often un- 
willing to work except under discip- 
linary compulsion. We still get 
many excellent students from the 
secondary schools. Whether we| 
are getting a much higher propor- | 
tion of ill-disciplined minds is to- 
day’s sixty-four dollar question. 

In the meantime I would pay trib- 
ute to the beautifully appointed 
school of today and to an atten- 
dance, diversified in course and in- 
terest, that bas more than doubled 
in the past forty years. The 
county, the town and the staff are 
to be sincerely congratulated 

Yet it is inevitable that I, who 
belong to the past, should turn to/ 
the past and call up a few of the 
personalities in a long tradition of | 
students and teachers, 

In some respects the most fam- 
ous graduate of the Lindsay Gram- 
mar School has been Ernest 
Seton Thompson, the author of 
Wild Animals I Have Known and a 
score of other thrilling volumes. | 
At the time that he was a school- 
boy here, his home was near Far- } 
ell's Corners, east of Lindsay, and 
his first nature study was carried 
on in the “Long Swamp” in that 
area He later became naturalist to 
the Manitoba government with 
authoriship as a side-line, 

The old school has also given two 
famous surgeons to the United 
States, Alexander Ferguson (1853- 
1911) founded the Manitoba Medi- 
cal College and later became pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery in Ilin- 
ois State University, president of 
the Chicago Medical Society and 
surgeon-in-chief of the Chicago

General Hospital. He was pro-, 


nounced by the American Journal 
of Surgery to be “the cleverest sur- 
geon on the western continent.” of 
comparable rank was Robert Curts 


| (1871-1916), first president of the 


Surgical Society of New Jersey and 
a fellow and governor of the Am- 
erican College’ of Surgeons. 

The brilliant son of a gifted fath- 
was Edward J. Kylie, who won a 
classical scholarship at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto in 1897, won gold 
medals there, on graduation, 
Classics and General Proficiency, 
and proceeded to Balliol College, 
Oxford, on a two-year Filavelle 
Travelling Scholarship. The out- 
break of World War I found him 
Associate Professor of History at 
the University, His death from 
typhoid and pneumonia in 1916 
while adjutant of the 147th Battal- 
fon, C.EF., removed at the age of 
thirty-five one of Canada’s most 
distinguished and promising young- 
er scholars, 

Also trained at the Lindsay Gram- 
mar School were the McLaughlin 
brothers, of Cameron, in Fenelon 
township—“R. J.”, the corporation 
lawyer, whose law course at Osgoode 
Hall, Toronto, registered the high- 
est marks ever recorded there in 
each of the three years of his 
course, and “John F.”, gold medal- 
ist in philosophy and in divinity, 
who after postgraduate studies at 
Oxford and Leipzig became profes- 
sor of oriental languages and dean 
of the Faculty of Theology at Vic- 
toria University. Of the same vin- 
take was Frederick J. Smales (1871- 
1908), a younger brother of Newton 
Smale), who took a brilliant course 
at the University of Toronto and a 
Ph.D, in chemistry at Leipzig, was 
appointed to the Toronto staff, and 
was assistant general manager of 
the William Davies Company when 
he died untimely at the age of

| thirty-seven. Passing at once from 


the L. ©. I. into administrative 
work were James Kerr McNeillie 
and Ralph Gardiner McNeillie 
(sons of J. R. MeNeillie), who 
reached very high executive rank in 
the transportation field—the form- 
er as general superintendent of the 
C. N. R, and the latter as general 
agent of the CPR. 
Trained in all but his final L.CL 
year at Oakwood is George Hardy, 
the 1913 winner of the First Ed- 
ward Blake Scholarship in Classics 


| and Mathematics at the University | 


of Toronto and now professor of 
Classics at the University of Al- 
berta. George's Ph.D. thesis was 


based on his archaelogical re- 


| searches on the island of Crete but | 


he is also known as the author of 
several historical novels and as a 
past president of the Canadian 
Author’s Association. 


Mention of Oakwod reminds one 
that tribute should be paid to the 
output of secondary schools in Vic- 
toria County elsewhere than in 
Lindsay. Thus Oakwood had a very 
distinguished Grammar School 
from 1859 to 1888, which turned out 
such citizens as Dr. Thomas Wylie, 


| MP.P., George Thomas, Dr. Broad, | 
| Dr. Whiteside, J. L. Whiteside, H.} 


J. Lytle, Judge D. J. McIntyre, Rev. 
Thomas Brown, Rev. J. Hubbell, 
Rev. C. V. Lake, Rev. Isaac Weldon, 
Rev. S. J. Cunnings, Donald Ander- 
son, Frederick Shaver, and many 
others. 

An Omemee Grammar School be- 
gan in 1858, only four years after 
the one in Lindsay, and still sur- 
vives as a high school today, Its 
most famous graduate has been 
“McKay of Formosa”, one of the 
most noted of Christian mission- 
aries to the Far East. Another 
Omemee graduate was William Al- 
bert Sherwood (1855-1919), the 
prominent Canadian artist, an 
associate of the Royal Canadian 
Academy and a member of the On- 
tario Society of Artists. 

In our celebration of the achieve- 
ments of students from the Lindsay 
Grammar School, High School and 
Collegiate Institute, moreover, we 
must not forget the work quietly 
carried on since 1856 in the Separ- 
ate School at the corner of Lindsay 
and Russell streets, for here two 
archbishops of the Roman Church 


received their early training. These | 


were Fergus Patrick McEvay, born 
in Downeyville in 1852, who be-~ 
came archbishop of Toronto, and 
Michael Spratt, born in Lindsay in 
1854, who became archbishop of 
Kingston. 

For me to attempt a character- 
ization of the teachers of an entire 
century would be rash and effectual, 
I was a student here for only five 
of those hundred years and after 
1913 my associations with the staff 
was brief and intermittent. Never- 
theless some sort of tribute seems 


called for, fragmentary though it} 


must be. 

Principal J. C. Harstone, who re- 
tired in 1908, I never met and knew 
only through the frequent tributes 
paid to him by my father as a fine 
classical scholar and a rare gentle- 
man, commanding the affection and 
respect of all who knew him. 

Of the staff at that earlier era, T 
have known only Dr. E. A. Hardy, 
Inspector W. H. Stevens, and J. S, 
McLean, Dr. Hardy was the organ- 
izer of the Twenty Club, a group 
still happily strong and flourishing 
today. I knew him as a man of 


boundless enthusiasm, wide know- 
ledge, and incomparable organizing 
ability—national secretary of the 
Canadian Authors’ Assocition, na- 
tional treasurer of the World Fed- | 
eration of Secondary School Teach~ 
ers’ Associations, a man who on his 
retirement from Jarvis Street Col- 
lJegiate in Toronto ran for the To- 
ronto School Board and became its 
very effective chairman. Inspector 
Stevens, earlier the science master 
at the L. C. I, was a precise oracle 
on all matters of scientific fact and 
theory. In his Colborne Street 
‘home, I remember him as a lean, 
desiccated replica of Immanuel 
|Kant. As for Stanley McLean, un- | 
happily taken from us by death only 
six weeks ago, it is easiest to think 
of him as a Port Hope pupil of my 
father or as an indefatigable execu- 
| tive in the meat-packing business 
who until the age of seventy was 
always at his desk every week day 
at seven a.m. It is hard to realize 
that he too had a youthful period 
on the staff of the L.C1., in the 
course of which he wooed and won 
a charming Lindsay gir] as his bride. 
When I chatted with him at Stur- 
geon Point last July, I little thought 
| that we should never meet again. 


The science master in 1908 was 
tall, dark, 
handsome and splendidly propor-

tioned man, with a hair-trigger 
temper. He did not suffer fools 
gladly and was known to knock 
down the huskiest cadet on parade 
if there were slightest hint of non- 
sense. On the other hand he had 
taken postgraduate work in biol- 
ogy at Cornell University and warm- 
ed at once to any student who 
showed any sign of becoming a field 
naturalist. A few years later his 
successor was Thomas Firth, a tall, 
fair-haired teacher whose mental 
chemistry was acidulous rather 
than explosive. He, too, was an 
exceedingly able scientist. Both 
men became high school principals 
elsewhere—Rosevear at Kenora and 
Firth at Sudbury. 

The most dynamic classics teach- | 
er of my experience was R. A. 
Croskery, who was with us for only | 
the fall term of 1909-10 and who 
presently became registrar of the 
provincial Department of Educa- 
tion. “To the boards!” he would 
roar as he entered the classroom, 
and he had us all on the run for 
the entire period. Very effective 
likewise was Everton Miller, who 
succeeded him. Miller did not keep 
us under the same relentless and { 
exciting pressure, but he knew his 
Latin and taught with systematic 
thoroughness. In utter contrast 
was Charlie Owens, with whom I 
took my Upper School Greek. 
Owens had not the slightest idea of | 
| discipline. The cadet corps under | 
| his misdirection climbed woodpiles 
and vanished through hedges and | 
| over fences. 
enthusiasm. for Homer and Xen- 
ophon was contagious for his tiny | 
| group of Grecians and We gained 
through sheer interest what we lost 
in slipshod teaching. The chief | 
classics teacher of the generation 
just following mme was Arthur 
Hooper, a Lindsay man who ul- 
timately became chief inspector of 
secondary schools for Ontario. I 
never heard him teach, but if he was 
as formidable in the classroom as I 
found him on the tennis court, he 
| must have been superb. 

English and History were taught 
by Edwin William Jennings, later 
| to become public schoo] inspector 
| for West Victoria. Jennings beliey- 
ed in settling Hotits business, in 
making sure that we used diction- 
aries to hunt up every word, that 
spelling and pronunciation and | 
Grammar were faultless, If at 
times all this seemed fussy and ted- 
ious, we realized in later years that | 
it was an invaluable discipline for 
verbally untidy youngsters. In hist- 
ory, moreover, he taught us to mast- 
er a book, paragraph by paragraph 
and chapter by chapter. “To look 
over a book,” he would say, “is to 
overlook it”; and we were called 
on to summarize and digest until 
the volume was our intellectual 
Possession. The one ingredient 
| that he Jacked, namely inspiration, 


| was supplied by his young assistant, 
Gordon Manning, who Ut a fire for 
us in Shakespeare and Browning | 
and roused an unquenchable thirst 
| for wider poetic horizons, Although | 
| he came fifteen years later, Bert | 
Diltz seems to have stood in the 
| same tradition, for his several 
books on the teaching of English

| Although I neyer took commercial 
classes, I should like to pay tribute | 
to my old friend G, A. (“Shorty”) 
Lucas, for neariy forty years the 
good-natured and cheerful head of 
the Commercial department.

The meeting, according to well in- 
formed sources, got out of hand a 
bit when one member of the com- 
mission levelled a blast at a member 
of the staff and another commis- 
sioner, The commissioner who was 
the recipient of the blast is reported 
to have left the meeting but return- 
ed later when an apology was 
forthcoming from the commissioner 
who made the offending allegation, 


The much disputed one mill, 
which the Victoria County High 
School Area Board contends the 
Town of Lindsay owes them, came 
before Justice Ferguson of the 
Supreme Court of Ontario at the 
fall assizes which opened here Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The case commenced late Monday 
afternoon and continued through 
most of yesterday with the judg- 
ment befng reseryed by his Lord- 
ship Mr. T, J. Carley of Peter- 
borough acted for the Victoria 
County High School Board and Mr. 
A. M. Fulton, Solicitor, acted for the 
defendant the Town of Lindsay, 

Witnesses for the plaintiff were 
County Clerk F. L Weldon, and 
Mr. Stanley Dix, Secretary of the 
High School Area Board. Mayor A. 
E, Hick, Reeve Richard Butler and 
Town Clerk W R. Allely were call- 
ed to give evidence on behalf of 
the Town. 

Most of the evidence given by 
the aboye was to prove the docu- 
ments entered ag exhibits, 

Both solicitors contended there 
Wag no dispute as to the facts of 
the case or on the formation of the 
High Schoo] Area Board. The main 
argument revolyed around the mo- 
tion passed by the Lindsay Town 
Council on May 17th, 1950 which 
reads as follows: “Moved by Mr. 
Cote, Seconded by Mr. Puffer, that 
the Town of Lindsay enter an 
enlarged schoo] area as outlined by 
Mr, Forman, comprising the Town 
of Lindsay, the Townships of Mari- 
pos, and Ops and parts of the 
Tovmshipg of Fenelon and Verulam 
and is prepared to assume as an 
additional cost for the Town of 
Lindsay of a sum equal to one mill 
on the equalized county assessment, 
Carried.”

The above motion was passed by 
the Lindsay Council at a meeting 
attended by Mr. Jasper Forman, 
who was active in the formation of 
the-High School Area He informed 
the Council that Ops Township re= 
fused to come into the area unless 
Lindsay contributed an additional 
mill in excess of their equalized 
assessment, 

The Lindsay Council passed the 
motion in_1950, the first payment 
was made in 1951 after the High 
School Area came into existence on 
January Ist of that year. It was 
paid again by the 1952 Council. Evi- 
dence produced showed the 1951 
High School demand had a note 
attached regarding the one mill, but 
the 1952 demand failed to show it 
plainly, In the early part of 1953, 
the Lindsay Council passed a motion 
to withdraw the mill for 1953 based 
on the large increase in the size of 
the area over that originally agreed 
to in the motion of 1950, and the 
excessive cost of transportation for 
pupils. This motion was communi- 
cated to the High School Area 
Board by letter 

The Board disputed the right of 
the Council to withdraw the one 
mill and looked upon the action of 
the town as a breach of faith. The 
Town in 1953 paid its full equalized 
share to the High School Area Board 
and the portion of the one mill 
that it would assume under the 
equalizeg system. 

Mr. J, Stanley Dix, Secretary of 
the High School Area Board, was 
questioned at some length by Mr. 
Fulton relative to the increase in 
costs of operating the School Area 
since its formation in 1951 

Mr. Dix admitted that the north- 
ern Townships coming into the 
School Area affected the costs of 
transportation considerably, 

Mr, Fulton in his argument before 
Justice Ferguson contended that 
the motion of 1950 was not binding 
on future Councils of the Town. He 
cited sections of the Municipal Act 
which stated that acts of Council 
shall be carried out through the 
passing of by-laws. He stated that. 
no by-law was passed in this case 
He referred to cases that had gone 
before other Courts in which Coun- 
ceils were not bound when the act 
Was done by motion, 

The Victoria County High School 
Solicitor, Mr, T, J. Carley, referred 
to sections 49 and 50 of the High 
Schools Act of Ontarlo. He con- 
tended that the Act permitted a 
municipality by agreement with the 
other municipalities to assume more 
than Its equalized share of the costs 
of operating g High School Area 
He contended also that the Council 
of Lindsay by paying this one mill 
in 1952 and 1953 committed them- 
selves to an agreement. Mr. Justice 
Ferguson questioned Mr, Carley very 
carefully on these points, 

The argument at times was very 
involved and related to the inter- 
pretation of Sections 49 and 50 of 
the High Schools Act, which both 
Counsel stated were not too clear.

COUNTY TO TAKE BRUNT OF THE COST 

Lindsay is planning a three-storey addition to its 
antique Ross Memorial Hospital. No one can pretend 
that renovation and extension of that hospital was not 
needed. The present fabric and fittings are becoming 
as historic as English charity hospitals of the Middle 
Ages. We are jnterested—in view of Peterborough’s 
experience with hospital building and financing—in the 
plans for getting the $1,600,000 needed. 

The planning committee for the Lindsay hospital 
apportions the cost this way: Government grants 
$335,000, Lindsay contribution (by issuing debentures) 
$350,000, County of Victoria (by issue of debentures) 
$700,000, and the rest ($215,000) to be raised by private 
subscription. We have a passing interest in the ex- 
pectation to raise $215,000 by donations and the like 
from the public—a large sum eyen for the well-heeled, 
generous Lindsay and Victoria County people. But 
what hits the eye particularly is that the County Council 
of Victoria is expected to pay twice as much as the Lind- 
say Council. Lindsay is asked to provide by debentures 
only $350,000; the County is expected to grant $700,000. 

How much different this is from the way the 
County of Peterborough contributed to Peterborough’s 
three-and-a-half million dollar new hospital. Citizens 
of Peterborough, through debentures and other city 
money and funds, provided about three million dollars 
for the new Civic Hospital. The County of Peterbor- 
ough made a contribution of 150 thousand dollars only. 
Yet the hospital is as readily available to County resi- 
denis as it is to City people, and the hospital is as much 
a County of Peterborough hospital as the Ross Memor- 
jal in Lindsay is a County of Victoria hospital. 

We mention this matter of the comparative sizes 
of Peterborough city and county contributions—a mat- 
-ter that has never ceased to irk city taxpayers—in view 
of the recent flurry of argument between township and 
city officials because the township was asked to pay a 
relatively small annual fee for city fire protection service 
on a fringe of the township near the city. The offer 
made by the city—now withdrawn—was to provide the 
service for $2,500 a year (with an additional charge of 
$50 for each fire attended). We remark that the total 
cost of operating the city fire department is now near- 
ing $200,000 a year. —Peterborough Examiner.

Yes—“‘Hazel” 
Called On Us 


W. A. G. Thurston, District For- 
ester observes in his weekly bulletin 
that the big topic of conversation 
across all of Southern Ontario is 
also quite prominent in conversa- 
tions in the Lindsay District. Hur- 
ticane Hazel was here, but fortun- 
tely damage was not high. 

“A check is being made of forest 
protection fire towers to ascertain 
whether any damage was suffered 
by these towers. However, due to 
the inaccessibility of some of the 
towers it may be some time until 
it is known if any ill effects of the 
storm were felt. 

_ The timber management staff is 
concerned over the possibility of 
there being extensive areas of “blow- 
down” in the timbered areas of the 
district. At present we have no 
reports of wide scale damage. 
Should there be large areas of tim- 
ber damaged by the storm, it would 
necessitate the institution of sal- 
vage operations. 

“The Chief Ranger at Minden re- 
ports a minor fire accident, On 
Friday night, about 11 pm., a Hy- 
dro line fell: to the ground and 
started a small bush fire. No dam- 
age was done and our rangers re- 
mained at the scene until Hydro 
crews turned the power off. The 
fire did not continue burning as 
everything was so wet.

While these amounts were being 
discussed one of the councillors 
called attention to the 13th Hydro 
Bill received by the Lindsay Hydro 
System and various figures up in 
the $20,000 range were being band- 
ied about, with some of the coun- 
cillors wondering what hydro was 
going to do with the surplus money. 

In making clear the matter today, 
Lindsay -Hydro Manager J. Light- 
body told “The Post” the amount 


of the 13th hydro bill was about : 


$22,000 and that the Commission had 
only two choices in the matter of 
using this money (a) return it to 
the consumer in the foitn of reduced 
rates or (b) use it for system im- 
provements. It was current policy, 
he said, to use any surplus revenue 
to rehabilitate and improve serv- 
ices.

THINGS THE STORM REVEALED 

There are several things that the big Friday night 
storm revealed at Lindsay and through the district, Not 
the least of these things is the fact that there were a 
lot of trees in Lindsay which shouldn't have had to wait 
for a windstorm to reduce them to firewood. It was 
evident from a tour of the town and district after the 
storm that there were a number of trees in unsound 
condition which added to the menace created by 
the high winds which, in many cases made short work 
of some very sound trees. This revelation ought to 
have the effect of prompting those with trees on their 
property to take a look periodically and cull out the 
dangerous material, The Parks Board might be able 
to aid this culling process on street lines. 

Another thing which was brought out by the storm 
js that overhead wires carrying telephone and hydro 
wires aren't a very satisfactory arrangement where 
violent storms are concerned. Of course it is realized 
that everything cannot be sent underground in a hurry 
but it does appear as though some serious effort should 
be made by utilities companies to protect vital areas, 
essential services. Lindsay was badly disrupted by 
the storm which really didn’t vent its full fury here at 
all and the need for auxiliary power at the hospital, 
which has long been confined to a weak arrangement 
supplying operating room only, was brought home. It 
is not hard to imagine what a mess things would have 
been there if a heavy casualty toll had accompanied 
the storm's visitation. 

The storm emphasized the need for some sort of 
civil defense set-up within the district which could be ut- 
lized under such extraordinary circumstances. While 
the Police and Fire Departments did an excellent job, 
they might have been faced with overwhelming prob- 
lems had the situation deteriorated much more. 

In a nutshell the storm indicated that the town 
was not as well prepared to deal with emergencies as it 
might be if organized along civil defense lines. 


1S THERE ANY REAL NEED FOR THIS? 

Tt was slightly after midday on Friday when the 
pupils from at least one Lindsay school started leaving 
for their hunch period. Their exit from school, in ex- 
tremely bad weather, coincided almost to the minute 
with the lunch hour's peak traffic flow in the vicinity 
of the school. The school guard was obviously hard 
pressed to control the situation and it would not have 
come as a surprise if some child had got out of bounds, 
or if some motorist over-road the guard’s signals in the 
confusion and an accident had occurred. Fortunately 
nothing so unfortunate arose but we feel impelled to 
ask once more ‘‘is it wise to have our children leave 
school for the midday lunch hour at a time which co- 
incides with heaviest noon hour traffic?.”

It is necessary to recall their record, and warn the Cana- 
dian people against a party that is an instrument of evil.

It’s not so funny if you 
chance to buy a bottle of this bootlegger-watered 
whisky at the Ontario government liquor store. 

And while most people might consider the pur- 
chase of bootlegger-watered whisky to be improbable, 
Jet them by no means rush to the conclusion that it is 
impossible. 

A news report on the disposition of liquor seized by 
the city police says that “part bottles” are poured down 
the sink at the police station, but ‘full bottles” are re- 
turned to the Brewer’s Retail Store and Liquor Control 
Board outlets. 

News reporters who have “covered” scores of boot- 
legging charges know that it is an old bootlegging trick 
to carefully remove labels, empty part of the contents of 
a bottle and then fill the bottle with water, replacing 
the labels with care to make the bottle appear as if it 
had not been opened. | 

Where did the order originate to ~eturn full bottles 
to the retail outlets? Was il from Queen’s Park? 

There is something morally wrong about putting 
liquor back on the shelves for resale after it has already 
been purchased at the full retail value. 

But it becomes something much more serious if 
bootlegger-watered whisky, in what appears to be un- 
opened bottles, is offered to the public through govern- 
ment stores. —Sudbury Daily Star.

Dear Friends Who Sent the Chris- 

mas Cards, 

Thank you so much for sending 
them way out here to the African 
bush to missionaries you haven't 
even met. They are useful in several 
ways They contain much good 
paper for school scratch pads, and 
letter writing, or for copying verses 
of Scripture into them, The pictures 
themselves, are useful to give to 
Sunday Schoo] children, and they 
are also instrumental in drawing 
the people to hear the Gospel in 
the villages and out-station work of 
missionaries and African evange- 
lists, 

May I suggest that if you send 
More another year, you just cull 
out the occasional ones that do not 
seem in keeping with the’ sacred 
character of Christmas? Now you 
may be surprised, but I include the 
Santa Claus ones among those that 
are undesirable In order to. under- 
stand that, just put yourselves in 
our plece out here. We are among 
a people who know nothing of 
Christmas apart from its true 
meaning. They know of no other 
reason for celebrating it than just 
to honour HIM. Therefore, I think 
you, too, would feel ashamed at 
the prospect of being asked, “Who 
is this man in the red clothes we 
see so often?” It would be difficult 
to explain why we Christians have 
condescended to share with a 
fictitious character, the place oi 
honour which rightfully belongs to 
Christ alone. Thus far, I haven't 
had to answer that question, (I 
have withheld all the cards with 
Santa’s picture on them.) However, 
these young Africans ere alert and 
quick to “catch on” especially to 
the white man’s foolish sinful ways, 
it seems, So just eliminate the jolly 
old gentleman's picture. Will you, 
please? Some of these cards are cer- 
tainly cute, and others are really 
beautiful, but I am Jealous for the 
honour of our WONDERFUL SA- 
VIOUR! 

I wish you people would start a 
campaign to put Christ back into 
our greeting cards. You know the 
commercial people make a practice 
of catering to the wants of the pub- 
lic, If those who love the Lord 
would just persist in inquiring for 
those cards which portray the true 
meaning of Christmas, I believe they 
would soon be available. If the 
demand were greater, there would 
be a wider selection, too. I suppose 
M™most people choose their cards with 
only an eye to beauty, or to origin- 
ality of design. However, in seeking 
for something unique they fail to 
realize how perfectly the message 
of Christmas qualifies! I know some 
people are actually ashamed to send 
Scripture cards to thelr more so- 
phisticated friends, but WHY? 
“Ashamed of Him whom angels 
praise, whose glory shine through 
endless days?

They demanded that separate 
services be held in connection wtih 
any ceremonies marking the an- 
niversary of the end of World War 
One. 

The Defense Department has ‘de- 
nied that it is promoting any move 
toward joint services. And it’s 
pointed out that the Canadian Leg- 
ion is generally behind the organ- 
ization of Armistice Day ceremonies. 

The Legion President—The Very 
Reverend J. O. Anderson of Ottawa 
—says his organization hasn’t hand- 
ed down any dictums about joint 
services. He adds that the matter is 
left up to Legion branches in var- 
ious parts of Canada and they can 
do what they see fit—BUP.

Union Good As They Make It 


Clayton W. Hodgson, MP for 
Victoria-Haliburton, was the guest 
speaker at a meeting of the Ontario 
Farmers’ Union (Local 42) in Little

The worst storm in living memory 
struck Lindsay and district late 
Friday and was still raging un- 
abated as this was being written 
at 11.15 p.m. 

Lowering skies with bursts of tor- 
rential rain which became continu- 
Ous ag night approached, preceded 
the storm of hurricane proportions. 

As the storm grew in intensity, 
trees and utilities poles began 
toppling at various points in the 
town. 

THE START 

‘A heavy limb on Victoria Ave N_, 
at Peel Street came tumbling down 
in early evening and temporarily 
blacked-out the Sylvester Apart- 
ment house. It just missed a park- 
ed car and left another limb 
dangling. 

LARGE AREA OUT 

Not long after this a large section 
of the downtown area, including the 
north side of Kent Street, was 
blacked-out when a string of poles 
went down on William St. North, 
above Manley Motors. 

SIX POLES DOWN 

Police and hydro workers blocked 
off the area and repair work was 
commenced --one pole-- the cross 
arm on it --_ leaned on the roof of 
the house and jewellery repair shop 
just below Bond St. Four poles and 
a tree were reported down in the 
block 

Going to the scene, a representa- 
tive of “The Post” was warned away 

--wires were said to be down in 
the danger area. Circling back 
through the downtown areg and up 
Cambridge ag far as Bond Street, 
numerous limbs and branches were 
encountered At Bond and Victoria 
Ave., a tree was sprawled across a 


| lawn. 


AT 11.20 P.M 
At 11.20 p.m. there was a brief 


| lull in the storm and skles lighten- 


ed to the south —a band of light 
spread over the southern horizon 
and a lone star shone briefly. By 
11.30 pm. the storm gained fresh 
fury and lightning was flashing at 
intervals. The wind was very high. 
THE HOSPITAL 

The hospital had lights at 11.35 

p.m. 
LOOTING 

Looting of parked cars was fear- 
ed by police at one stage in the 
storm, but it was kept in check, 

TRAIN SERVICE HALTED 

Train service between Lindsay 
and Toronto was cut early in the 
storm, Train No. 94, Lindsay-bound, 
was derailed at Markham around 
1 p.m. The derailment occurred at 
mileage 46 and the engine, baggage 
and express cars were reported off 
the tracks. All passengers were safe, 
officials sald. A bus was being dis- 
patched to pick up the passengers 
and carry them to their destinat- 
jon, officials said. 

TRAIN CUT OFF 

‘Train No, 95, out of Lindsay and 
bound for Toronto, was halted at 
Blackwater. At one time !t was 
completely isolated by washouts on 
the Woodville division and near 
Manilla Junction. A bus was also 
reported to be on its way there. 

VILLAGE POWER GONE 

The power was off at Oakwood 
from early evening on, anq some 
damage was reported 

SERIOUS ACOIDENT 

A serious accident occurred at 
Reaboro in early eyening. A car 
left the road in front of J, Blair's 
home. It travelled up the ditch and 
crashed into a maple tree. Its two 
occupants --both men-- were hurl- 
ed out.

When the engine hit 
the water, he and his fireman 
jumped into the water and started 
swimming. They couldn't see a 
thing but they managed to make 
the opposite bank of the swollen 
stream In doing so they cut them- 
selves off from their train because

Civil Defense 
Need Stressed 


(British United Press) 

The people of the hurricane- 
ravaged Toronto area are asking 
“why” and “who was to blame”? 

And a campaign to send aid to 
the victims of Hurricane Hazel is 
picking up donations and pledges 
fer and wide. 


| 
One of the first official comments 


about the disaster that struck 
during the weekend is Major-Gen- 
era] Frank Worthington, the Fed- 
eral Civil Defense Co-ordinator. He 
says that much of the toll could 
haye been avoided if people had 
been civil defense-conscious beiore 
it happened. 

Worthington retummeg to Ottawa 
today after a tour of the stricken 
Tegions. 

Said Worthington: 
emphasizes tragically the absolute 
fallacy of not having a civil defense 
organization.” 

Worthington said he and two of 
his top aides “couldn't find even 
a semblance” of a civil defense or- 
ganization “anywhere in the ‘Toron- 
to area.” 

The stricken regions have been 
assured of Federal aid. Prime Min- 
ister St. Laurent today sent a 
telegram to the mayors and reeves 
of all the affected area. 

He seid the southern Ontario 
areas hit would get aid in rehabili- 
tating. Mr. St. Laurent said the aid 
would be the same as that applied 
in cases of other disasters. 

Meanwhile, municipal and wes- 
ther officials in the hard-hit district 
say it wasnt their job to warn 
riverside residents to get out be- 
fore the floods swept down and 
killed at least 60. 

Weather Bureau officials say their 
job was to forecast the rainfall and 
other conditions. They say they 
didn’t have the facilities to predic: 
floods in specific areas -- and it 
wasn't up to them to issue flocd 
warnings. 

‘The Toronto Metropolitan council 
chairman, Fred Gardiner, says he 
syon't, as he puts if, “point the 
finger at anyone as being respons- 
ible for issuing any evacuation 
warnings.” 

Gardiner adds that “if people are 
going to build houses on low-lying 
land within reach of the river, they 
are going to get wet.” 

While the argument rages, a baby 
girl about four months old who sur- 
viveq a chain of harrowing flood 
rescues has been identified in a hos- 
pital. She is Nancy Thorpe of Long 
Branch, and she may now be an 
orphan. Relief workers say her mo- 
ther, Mrs. Pat Thorpe, saved her 
but may have drowned herself. 

‘This morning in Montreal, the city 
council observed one minute's sil- 
ence for the victims, and offerca 
to send help if it is wanted. 


Radio stations ang newspapers 
report that hundreds of people

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Delving into the past 


James R. Shannon, Old Timer, 
Recalls When Alarm Clock 


' 


Lindsay is delving into the past 
lately. Interest is being shown in 
the past, and of late particularly 
in a century or so into back history. 

One of Lindsay's citizens, Mr. 
James R. Shannon, of Mill St., can 
veal a good deal of Lindsay as it 
was in 1885. He was a printer and 
learned his trade at the Post Print- 
ing Office, located then in the pres- 
ent Britton Block (right angle at 
the foot of Kent St.) Before his re- 
tirement, he was superintendent 
of the Stratford Herald. 


He remembers a breakin at Beall’s 
Store, when a man sawed a hole 
Xbrough from lawyer’ offices on the 
second floor in the Keenan Block, 
and robbed Beall's Jewellery store 
below. Tommy Keenan built the 
block before Edward Benson came 
from Belleville and bought the block 
building. Lawyers’ names of the 
period remembered by Mr. Shannon, 
are F. D, Moore, E. O. Orde, O'Leary 
and O'Leary, Hudspeth and Hop- 
kins, John McSwain, etc. Dentists 
of the past were Dr. Neelands and 
Gross, Mr. Shannon says. 

Milliners who plied their trade of 
decorating milady's head, made hats 
on the premises which usually was 
@ sideline of a drygoods store. Boots 
were made by hand. Ladies or 
gentlemen entered a Boot and Shoe 
establishment and had their feet 
measured for custom-made shoes, 
relates Mr Shannon, telling of one 
Tom Connolly in the Boot and Shoe 
trade in 1884. Wm. Wright, Wm. 
Lyons were well known shoemen 
then as well as Larry Maguire. 
Chamberlain Shoe Repair was a 
small store here then. 

“IT came here in 1876, my father 
before me.”

Two Months 


EF 


For two months in the spring, 
fall planted bulbs supply most of 
the color in garden borders, with 
the least care of any flowers, be- 
cause they blossom before weeds 
grow, or insects prey, or drouth 
injures garden plants. 

A flowering bulb is a package 
deal. It contains, like seed, an 
embryo plant, plus food enough 
to nourish it until it produces a 
flower, The first flower will bloom 
with very little help from the 
soil it grows in, though feeding 
gives a larger flower. After 
blooming it requires extra food 
to develop a vigorous new bulb, 
for the next year’s flower. If 
the soil is well drained and 
fertile, or plant food is supplied 
to make it so, tulips and daffo- 
dils will live for many years, 
giving a harvest of spring beauty 
every yéar. 

The way the flowers are ar- 
ranged, and the careful selec- 
tion of varieties which give a 
succession of bloom over two 
months, are more important to 
a good display than planting 
large numbers of bulbs. In the 
early spring a small number of 
snowdrops, scillas, and crocuses, 
will make a big impression upon 
your family and friends, because 
they bloom when there are no 
other flowers to compete for ad- 
miration. Two dozen bulbs of 
each planted in groups will pro- 
duce more conversation than 
many times that quantity of 
summer flowers. Snowdrops 
bloom as soon as the ground 
thaws out, and scillas, bluer 
than violets, then the blue and 
yellow crocuses, follow in suc- 
cession. if 

Daffodils are the first major 
flowers of the spring. They are 
also the longest-lived in the 
average garden.

Hyacinths, early single and double tulips and daffodils flower 
at the same time. 


All the spring bulbs look much 
better when planted in informal 
groups rather than in rows, 
blocks, or masses. Five bulbs 
of one variety of tulips, or daf- 
fodils is the equivalent of a 
herbacious perennial plant. 
Such groups may be planted in 
the border, in company with oth- 
er flowers, or grown alone at 
accent points with other flowers 
as background. The earliest 
tulips to bloom come before the 
daffodils have finished. The va- 
riety Red Emperor is earliest. 
This: is a species, or botanical 
tulip, wAich means that it is a 
wild form, not a hybrid. 

The most highly bred class of 
tulips blooms next. These are 
the early single and double tu- 
lips which were bred to grow 
in “‘carpet’’ beds, formerly popu- 
lar in this country and still grown 
in Europe. The early tulips have 
bright, primary colors, and grow 
uniformly on short upright 
stems, tailor-made to use as 
pigments in a pattern of colors, 
often resembling carpet designs. 
They bloom almost two weeks 
earlier than the tall, late flow- 
ering Darwins, and groups of 
them properly placed will help 
keep the display of garden color 
continuous. 

The original tulips to be grown 
in European gardens were tall, 
late flowering varieties of the 
group now known as Breeders, or 
Mother bulbs. From these all 
other garden varieties are be- 
lieved to: have been bred, in- 
cluding the Darwins, and the Cot- 
tage clans. Breeder, Cottage and 
Darwin tulips are catalogued 
separately in the catalogues, but 
confused in the popular mind, all 
being termed Darwins as a rule. 
There is no reason to separate 
them in the garden, since all 
bloom together and their colors 
can be grouped in attractive 
harmonies.

Modern Parrot Tulips 
Tops in Size and Color 


Petals of Parrot tulips are attractively fringed. 


‘Though parrot tulips have been 
known since the seventeenth 
century, in the last few years 
they have gained over all other 
types in popularity and beauty. 

They have larger flowers than 
any other tulips, with thicker 
petals, which are laciniated, 
which means ‘‘slashed into nar- 
row pointed lobes.” The colors 
are seldom solid, but always 
brilliant, and usually include a 
touch of green. Their resernb- 
lance to the colors of a parrot 
gives an obvious explanation of 
their group name. 

In prewar times parrot tulips 
were usually sold only in mix- 
tures, including different colors. 
The first named variety was 
Fantasy, still considered by 
many to be the most beautiful. 
It was said to be a mutant of the 
Darwin tulip Clara Butt, a 


favorite true pink. Mutants are 
new plant forms that are not 
intentionally bred, but rather dis- 
covered growing in a planting of 
their close relatives. 


troduced, many of them said to 
be mutants of popular Darwin 
varieties. There are purple, 
orange, red, yellow, violet and 
near black varieties. 

The modern parrot tulips have 
stronger stems than the older 
types. They grow from 20 to 24 
inches tall, and hold their huge, 
brilliantly colored flowers up- 
right. When a group of them is 
planted in the border where their 
large size, decorative form and 
brilliant colors serve as a garden 
accent, they can be depended 
upon to attract attention. 

The thick petals of parrot tulips 
are long lasting when the flowers 
are cut. The fiowers are effective 
in corsage arrangements. Cultl- 
vation of their bulbs is the same 
as for other late tulips, except 
that they are not so likely to en- 
dure without being lifted for 
many years. It is advisable to lift 
the bulbs annually after the 
leaves have turned yellow, and 
replant the larger bulbs the fol- 
lowing fall. Small bulbs can be

Estimated At ‘Safe’ Height 


Many residents of Lindsay noted 
the manoeuvering of a fairly low- 
flying jet aircraft that apparently 
had nowhere to go Monday after- 
noon and Was spending a few min- 
utes sight-seeing over town. Re- 
calling the number of accidents in 
the past when low flying planes 
got into difficulties over populated 
areas, ‘The Post’ contacted the 
chief of the Ground Observer Corps, 
Mr. A. Galoska, to determine the 
exact regulation covering this mat-

craft in question was a CF-100 and

He also stated that this aircraft 
was flying at what he would esti- 
mate to be about 1,500 feet, which 
is normally a safe altitude over a 
town.

43 Free Licenses Issued 
To Trap Snapping Turties 


LINDSAY ---Trapping snapping 
turtles is now a recognized sport 
in this part of Ontario and, to date, 
43 licences, for which there is no 
charge, have been issued, mostly to 
American visitors, by the District 


Office of the Ontario Department of 


Lands and Forests. Licences permit 
use of cage-type traps with cone- 
shaped ends. Many Americans are 
reported journeying to Ontario to 
trap turtles and are happy to return 
home with a dozen or two, the larger 
the better, 

Letters to the Department express 
the pleasure of such visitors over 
their good trapping luck. For ex- 
ample, a North Canton, Ohio, visitor 
writ 

“We caught 23 turtles, 18 of them 
from 15 to 35 pounds and five from 
35 to 54 pounds, They are the fattest, 
turtles I have ever caught in 12 


years of trapping.” 

An Apple Creek, Ohio party re- 
ports: “We trapped 2's turtles, Some 
were eaten at our camp and others 
were dressed and quick frozen and 
brought home for use during the 
winter months. We spent a wonder- 
ful vacation on the Trent River.” 


A Cleveland, Ohio party trapped 
their turtles on Rice Lake and said 
of the Ontario tourist operators they 
had met: “Thelr courtesy and ser- 
vice to those of us who are ‘foreign’ 
to your country leaves nothing to 
be desired.

The building of the new Leslie 


Frost School is to cost $25,000 more | 


than was estimated. Lindsay Town 
Council at a special afternoon meet- 
Ing Tuesday, accepted the request 
of the School Board for $25,000, 
application to be made to the Mun- 
icipal Board. A new bylaw which 
makes application for permission to 
issue $165,000 school debentures 
rather than $140,000.00 as previously 
requested, will be passed. 

Mayor A. E. Hicx and his council- 
lors interrogated the School Board

Peel, Mr. W. R, Wilford, Dr. k M 
Parker and Mr. Henderson of Board 
of Education, of Toronto.

enjoyed the first week of the Season. 
last year, but which also saw the in- 
ception of some twenty-eight bush 
fires, started by the stupid careless- 
ness Of Deed hunters, It’s hoped that 
every hunter will exercise the proper 
precautions to avoid the start of a 
bush fire. Even though the streams 
and swamps are filled with water 
and the bush js generally wet, the 
leaf litter which builds up can dry 
out very quickly on the side hills, 
and allow a neglected runway fire 
to spread very quickly, .

Trained At Mariposa, 
Station Agent Victim 
Of The Hurricane 


While it was first believed that 
none in this district had been trag- 
ically affected -by the hurricane 
which hit Ontario, it has come to 
light that a former Little Britain 
resident lost his life as a result of 
it.

Ontario Fruit 
Mostly Harvested 
Before Blow Hit 


Toronto, Oct. 22 -(BUP)- De- 
partment of Agriculture officials say 
most of Ontario's rich fruit crop 
was haryested before Hurricane 
Hazel devastated sections of the 
province last weekend. 


A spokesman says apple were the 
only crop left on the tree in mid- 
October, and 80 per cent of that 
crop had been harvested before the 
weekend storms. 


Most of the crop is grown in sec- 
tions which escaped the full fury 
of the storm, ang officials said that 
while there was some permanent 
damage to the trees, they don’t 
think it amounts to much, 


Some 10 to 15 per cent of the 
apples still left on the trees were 
blown down across the province 
during the storm. Some of these 
are being salvaged, 


Based on last year’s production 
figures of two million 642 thousand 
bushels of apples, the blown down 
fruit would come to 50 to 75 thou- 
ands bushels, which at two dollars 
per bushel would be 100 thousand 
to 150 thousand dollars.

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ABOUT ADVERTISING 

It is with natural pleasure and satisfaction that we 
read where the Canadian Association of Consumers 
has commended “newspaper advertising as the best 
means of alerting the public on food prices.” This 
very gratifying endorsation of the printed word was 
given by an Association panel on Wednesday and was 
submitted to the food division of the Ontario Retail 
Merchants Association. The report confirms what 
we have long sincerely believed to hold true of adver- 
tising as applied not only to food but to virtually all 
other consumer products, 

Other mediums of advertising may come into the 
field and they may have their attributes but it is doubt- 
ful if anything will ever be created which will have the 
advertising value that a daily newspaper has. The rea- 
son for this is quite apparent when it is considered that 
practically all other visual media is of a very perishable 
nature and, like radio, is forgotten very soon after it 
is presented. No so the printed word .. . it is absorbed 
more thoroughly and retained longer. It can also be 
retrieved and referred to time and time again for refer- 
ence by the prospective and interested consumer. 


THAT SURPLUS BUTTER... : 

The Truro Daily News has written as follows on 
the matter of Ottawa’s surplus butter stocks which 
have been acquired with taxpayers’ dollars to keep the 
price of butter at a floor price level: 

A MOUNTAIN OF BUTTER 

“A puzzle perplexing federal agricultural depart- 
ment Officials is how to get rid of the huge butter moun- 
tain accumulated in government warehouses under 
Ottawa's hand at this time last year. 

The butter, bought by Ottawa with taxpayers’ 
money at 58 cents a pound, poses a Serious marketing 
problem. Price of butter on world markets stands at 
41 cents a pound. Three possible solutions to this 
problem of butter surplus are now under consideration 
by federal authorities. One scheme is to give the but- 
ter, bought with Canadian taxpayers’ money, to some 
foreign country. Ottawa fears that to do so might up- 
set world butter prices and invite retaliation from other 
butter-producing countries. Another proposal. most 
favored in Ottawa, is to subsidize butter exports, with 
the taxpayers of this country footing the bill for the dif- 
ference between the support price and the sale price. 
Third, and least favored solution, is to give Canadian 
housewives the benefit of cheaper butter by placing all 
or part of the surplus butter hoard on the domestic 
market.” 5 

We believe the Truro Daily News might have gone 
farther in its observations and made a contribution 
towards helping Ottawa decide that the squarest thing 
to do with the butter is to sell it to the people who own 
it... the taxpayers (all residents of Canada) ....ata 
saving. However, if a real need for this very useful 
product exists in any nation whose people cannot afford 
to buy it, it would be a generous gesture of a land with a 
well-stocked larder to see that want and deprivation is 
relieved. 

There is, nevertheless, a growing feeling that the 
price of butter is unrealistic and that it is really working 
a hardship on the dairy industry by being out of line 
with its competitive product ...margarine. Butter is 
a highly desirable food but if it is going to sell fast 
enough to keep pace with production, it will most like- 
ly have to sell at a competitive price. The economics 
of the business are not familiar to us but we are interest- 
ed in the welfare of the dairy industry which is promi- 
nent in this district and we believe that there is a need 
for a revision of marketing policy. This might take on 
several forms... . butter in smaller packages... . 
butter in quantity at reduced prices, or any number of 
other marketing innovations. 


CIVIL DEFENSE IN PEACETIME 

Air Vice Marshall Lawrence who resigned recently 
as director of civil defense in this area because of lack 
of support, suggests in an article in this newspaper that 
some of the lives now lost would have been avoided if 
greater Toronto had been prepared with good civil de- 
fense. Maj. Gen. F. F. Worthington, Dominion civil 
defense co-ordinator, goes further and states that prop- 
erty damage would also have been less severe. 

On the latter supposition, there may be difference 
of opinion, for the damage was caused within four or 
five hours by flood and wind, by devastating forces 
which, it may be contended, no human organization, 
however prepared, could resist.

Our Own and Other Opinion 
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It does appear to be a fact, however, that the full 
power of the hurricane was not realized in time, that 
flood was not anticipated, that warnings were inade- 
quate. The danger was not being realized in time so 
evacuation from the threatened areas was not carried 
out early enough to avert casualties. 

Mr. Lawrence maintains that the three essentials 
to good civil defense, for peacetime or wartime, are 
centralized control, good communications, and the pow- 
er, under law, to enforce action. Greater Toronto 
lacked the first and the third requirements, and its 
communications broke down. Had it possessed all 
three, had the danger been fully realized, it is possible, 
as he suggests, the toll would not have been so grievous. 

It is a hard lesson that bas been taught, Mr. Law- 
rence states. It is a lesson that teaches that civil de- 
fense—or emergency defense—organization is of great 
value not merely to cope with danger in wartime but 
also to meet the hazards of natural forces. 

Too much emphasis, perhaps. has been placed 
on civil defense as a wartime emergency, and the re- 
fusal to envisage Greater Toronto as a possible embat- 
tled area has been one of the reasons why civil defense 
has received little support. The hurricane and the flood 
have shown the yalue in peacetime of being prepared for 
emergencies. —The Telegram. 


HARSH REBUKE TO A JUROR 

Ordinary citizens, unlearned in the law, may find 
it puzzling that Chief Justice McRuer should sharply 
censure a juror who refused to take the oath at a 
murder trial in Belleville. Robert Carter, a Frankford 
merchant, told the court his conscience would not allow 
him to do so. later he explained that he does not be- 
lieve in capital punishment; thinks the death penalty 
“outmoded.” His lordship thereupon gave him “a very 
dishonorable discharge,” and said: “You are not willing 
to do your duty as a citizen.” 

His lordship asked the juror why he did not earlier 
make it known that he was unwilling to serve. It ap- 
peared that he had hoped he would not be drawn for 
the petit jury. But there is no rule requiring a juror to 
make such explanations at any particular stage. Inci- 
dentally, jurors challenged or stood aside by counsel for 
just such a reason as here given are not subject to re- 
buke or indignity. 

Coming from the Chief Justice of the High Court 
of Ontario, a pronouncement of “dishonorable dis- 
charge” could seriously affect a man’s 
Jurors are selected in the first place from those per- 
sons “who from the integrity of their character, the 
soundness of their judgment and the extent of their 
information are most discreet and competent.” Mr. 
Carter happens to be a citizen with years of service on 
school board, chamber of commerce and Red Cross. 

Jurors in a criminal case are sworn to “well and 
truly try, and a true deliverance make, between our 
Sovereign Lady the Queen and the prisoner at the bar.” 
This juror might have taken the oath, knowing that the 
judge, not the jury, imposes sentence, and that about 
one in three persons sentenced to death in Canada re- 
ceive commutation to life imprisonment. But he was 
prisoner of his conscience. 

The Chief Justice said: “I could fine you for con- 
tempt.” According to an article in the Canadian Bar 
Review, “It is obstruction or interference with justice 
with which the law of crimina] contempt is concerned; 
it has nothing to do with the personal feelings of the 
judges.” Surely obstruction cannot be charged to the 
juror in the Belleville case; by withdrawing he may have 
facilitated the course of justice. Accordingly the fore- 
going quotation is commended, with great deference, 
to the trial judge. The writer was Chief Justice Mc-

LIVING THROUGH DISASTER 

Since white settlement took place in Central Ont- 
ario, there has never been such a destructive flood as 
that which occurred as a result of Hurricane Hazel. 
We have, perhaps, been too complacent in the belief that 
such disasters did not happen in this favored region. 
We were lamentably unprepared for the onslaught of 
the waters and have paid heavily in lives and property 
for that failure. 

The blow fell most viciously on the suburbs of 
Toronto, particularly those located in the Humber and 
Btobicoke-Mimico Creek watersheds. Some serious 
damage was also done on the Highland Creek and on 
Willow Creek in Scarboro and paris of the lower Don 
Valley were badly hit. Farther north, the ruin of the 
Holland Marsh area will be a serious blow to the market 
gardeners living there, and it will have a spreading ef- 
fect on the life of the thousands’ in the city who have 
depended on Holland Marsh produce for food. 

In many cases, the destruction of homes resulied 
from their being too close to the flood level of the riy- 
ers. But so extraordinary were the quantities of water 
that fell on the area, that places where water had never 
flowed before became raging torrents, Because people 
had little or no warning, there was a considerable loss 
of life. There has been a great deal of hardship be- 
cause of the damage done by the flood to home resoure- 
es. People often fled with only the clothing they wore. 

To those who have lost loved ones, there.is sincere 
and general sympathy. The nature of the disaster, the 
power of the wind and the pounding deluge of the rain, 
brought home to people the terror of the event far more 
clearly than when the floods have been in distant paris 
of the country. There has been, undoubtedly, a clear- 
er recognition than is often the case that most of the 
rest of us just missed destruction ourselves.

Rev. E. W. Rowland | Devotional Led By 


Omemee (PNS) —Rev, E. W. 
Rowland, 75, beloyed and well- 
known clergyman died at his home, 
711 Lock St, Peterboro, on Wednes- 
day, October 6, following an illness 
of some months, 

Born in Omemee, son of late John 
Rowland and Mary Sandy, he once 
recalled that his friends told him 
that when he returned to Omemee 
he would be remembered as “the 
little boy who stole apples’. _ 

He jg survived by his widow the 
former Ia Musgrove to whom he 
always attributed his success in 
life. Also two sons, Rev. Morgan E, 
Rowland, 2 second war chaplain, 
now at Brockville and Lloyd A 
Rowland, R.C.AF. veteran of Pe- 
terboro, and a sister, Mrs. J. Eggle- 
ston of Lindsay. 

Educated in Omemee and Albert, 
College, Belleville, Rev. Mr. Row- 
land started his career in 1901 as 
a Methodist probationery preacher. 
His first charge was at Roblin and 
Marlbank Later he was at Carnar- 
von and spent his third year at 
Wilberforce. Hé entered Victoria 
College in 1904 and graduated in 
1907, He was stationed at Minden 
for three years, then on to Enter- 
prise_near Napanee from 1910 to 
1914. © 

During the first war he was at 
Greenbank, thence to Brooklin, 
where he stayed until 1923, when 
he returned to his native Omemee. 
He was minister of Trinityy Me- 
thodist Church there in 1925 when 
churefi union resulted in his church 
becoming Trinity United. He re- 
mained in Omemee for five years, 
then was transferred to Stirling 
from 1928-36 when he came to 
Mark St United. Peterboro, where 
he remained 10 years during which 
time he was chairman of the Pres- 
bytery He Tetired in 1946, but two 
yyears later accepted an appoint- 
Ment to organize Grace United, a 
new parish in the south end of 
Peterboro. In 1951 he became assis- 
tant of George St. United and 
retired in June of this year. 

His hobby was woodworking and 
a beautifully made grandfather's 
clock which stood in his dining 
room remains testimony to his skill. 
He was greatly loved everywhere 
he went particularly around Ome- 
mee where he was a frequent visit- 
or and shared the joys and sorrows 
of the district. 

Funeral was held from George 
St. United Church on Friday, Oc- 
tober 8th, when Rey. Arnold Mat- 
thews, minister, paid tribute before 
@n overflowing congregation. Re- 
presentatives of every Class of 
citizens filed by his body at the 
Kayye Funeral Home, the previous 
evening and it was estimated over 
2,000, paid their respects between 
645 and 10.30 pm.

Causative Agent, 
Chemist Feels 


A research chemist say6 
burning cigarette paper contains 
a powerful chemical compound 
that may cause cancer, 

D. V, Lefemine of the Cancer 
Institute at Miami says he 
identified a cancer compound 
in cigarette smoke, It was found 
in paper, not in the tobacco, 

Lefemine told a meeting of a 
chemical group in Birmingham, 
Alabama, that he is positive of 
the identification. A study of 
lung cancer victims shows 
relatively few are heavy pipe 
or cigar smokers -- compared 
with heavy cigavet smokers. 

Lefemine says much further 
study remains to be done, He 
suggests it may be possible to 
treat cigarette paper so as to 
preyent the compound -- known 
as three-four benzpyrene 
from forming.

Cartoonist George McManus — 
the creator of “Jiggs and Maggie”— 
died last week in a hospital in 
Santa Monica, California at the 
age of 70. He had been suffering 
from a liver infection for five 
months, but his doctor says the im- 
mediate cause of death was a sey- 
ere heart attack. 

At least three generations of news- 
paper readers all over the world 
have found a daily companion in 
diggs, the self-made Irishman who 
just couldn't seem to please his 
wife, Maggie. 

At the present time “Jiggs and 
Maggie” and the cartoon “Bring- 
ing Up Father” appear in some 750 
newspapers and in 27 languages. 
Numerous motion pictures also have 
been based on their dally matri- 
monial embroilments. 


McManus himself, although he

superficially resembled his cartoon 
character in appearance, Was no 
real-life Jiggs. He was devoted to 
his wife, Florence, who is now an 
invalid. 

McManus got started in the news- 
paper world just before the turn of 
the century, when his father got 
him a Job pushing a broom in the 
art department of the St, Louis Re- 
publican, But his big break may 
have come in 1904 when a shoe shine 
boy gave him a tip on a “sure thing” 
on a horse race. McManus bet one- 
hundred dollars and the “sure 
thing” paid off 30 to one. That 
was what McManus needed to go to 
New York and invade the big time 
of the cartooning field, 

In 1912, he went to work for the 
New York American, and after sey- 
eral false starts he came up with 
“Jiggs and Maggie.” They had kept 
him both famous and wealthy 
since. —BUP. 


New Home Plan 
Is Outlined 
To Veterans 


‘The Veterans’ Advocate carries an 
item of interest to veterans in this 
district) who are contemplating 
building a home. It has been 
brought to the attention of “The 
Post” by the president of the Sir 
Sam Hughes Branch of the Cana- 
dian Legion. Mr. Cote says he 
feels there may be many veterans 
in this district who would be inter- 
ested in this “home acquiring 
plan.” Here is the article: 

Veterans of the Second World 
War and the Korean War with in- 
comes as low as $2,500 a year may 
obtain both financial and educa- 
tional assistance under a new “build 
your own home” scheme proclaimed 
by the federal government. 

The scheme, enacted by parlia- 
ment during the last session a5 pars 
two of the Veterans Land act and 
proclaimed Aug. 2 is intended to 
assist veterans who have not suf- 
ficient income to purchase a home 
built by a regular contractor under 
the National Housing act and who 
wish to build in a village, town or 
city. 

A yeteran may save between $1,000 
and $2,000 through his own labors, 
producing a better home than he 
could ordinarily afford on his in- 
come. 

To start building his home the 
veteran must have a down pay- 
ment of $800 cash or a lot worth 
$800; or the down payment may 
be part land and part cash. If the 
loan obtained from Central Moxt- 
gage and Housing Corp. and the 
down payment do not cover the cost 
of the home, the veteran must have 
additional money to complete the 
house. 

Other qualifications are as fol- 
lows: 

@ Must be a veteran of the Sec- 
on World War or the Korean War 
with at least one year’s service, an 
honorable discharge or be in re- 
ceipt of a disability pension. 

@ Must have an income which 
will enable him to pay off the nec- 
essary mortgage and taxes and in- 
surance, by payments which will 
not be more than 23 per cent of 
his income. This percentage may 
be increased by one or two per cent 
if the veteran is a yOung man in 
jsteady employment with good op- 
portunities for promotion. If a yet- 
leran’s wife is working, 20 per cent 
of her income will be regarded as 


pose of computing the maximum 
payment. 

This means that a veteran with 
as low an income as $2,500 a year 
could build his own home if taxes 
and insurance costs are low enough. 

@ Must not have received an al- 
Jowance from DVA for more than 


at a university, 

@ Must not, generally speaking 

have received other benefits under 
the Veterans Land act. 
@ The veteran must be capable and 
will, if given technical guidance 
and supervision, to put his own lab- 
or into building a modern home — 
about 20 hours a week for 16 
months. 

@ The veteran must be approved 
as a borrower by VLA and CMHC 
officials and must have a good em- 
ployment record. 

VLA will assist the veterans by: 

@ Operating construction schools 
in the winter for approved veterans 
providing there are at least five vet- 
erans in the district who wish to 
take the course. The course will 
likely take two nights a week for 
10 weeks. The cost to the veterans 
will be the cost of materials used. 

@ Absorbing the legal costs of 
VLA acquiring the land and placing 
the mortgage to CMHC 

@ Providing money during con- 
struction at no interest. 

e Providing construction super- 
visors to assist the veteran during 
construction. 

@ Providing plans without charge 
in respect of any of 27 of VLA plans. 

When a house is completed the 
property will be transferred from 
VLA to the veteran. He will sign 
a mortgage to OMHC for the amount 
of the loan and two per cent of the 
loan to be paid into a mortgage, 
insurance fund. 

The mortgage will provide for in- 
terest al 5%4 per cent per annum 
computed half yearly and payable 
over 25 years, The maximum loan 
allowed is 8,000. 

A veteran with an income of 
$2,500, for example, could obtain a 
loan for $5,803, if his taxes and in- 
surance amounted to $150 a year, 
and his annual payment on princi- 


or $35.42 monthly. 

Together, payments on principal, 
interest, taxes and insurance am- 
ount to $575 a year or 23 per cent 
‘of the veteran's income. 

The veteran’s house would be 
worth the amount of the loan, 
$5,803 in this example, plus the $800 
down payment, plus the value of 
the veteran's labor which may a- 
mount to $1,000 or 82,000. Thus the

POSSIBLE RMH GRANTS 


The possibility of government 
grants was disclosed at the meeting 
of the Board of Governors of the 
Ross Memorial Hospital last Wed- 
neday, by a representative, Marani 
and Morris, Contractors. 

The estimated provincial grant. 
would be $154,333.00 and the esti- 
mated federal grant $120,833.00, 
giving a total grant to the R.M.H. 
of $ 16.00 

Also at the meeting the question 
was raised about the establishing of 
a hurses residence in case a propos- 
ed training schoo} is established 
here In that case, the grants would 
amount to $1500.00 per bed .. - 
$1000.00 from the provincial go- 
vernment and $500.00 from the 
federal government. 

The monthly accounts payable 
statement for the Hospital was 
presented, and was ordered to be 
paid upon certification. The amount 
was $7,771.17. A comparative state- 
ment was presented at the same 
time showing an operating deficit 
of $4,000.00. The net deficit after 
the grant was approximately $2,000. 

However, Mr. E, Neill Gregory, 
stated that this deficit was due 
entirely to the low revenue from 
patients at the Hospital, that is, the 
patient occupancy has been down 
in the past month, but the operating 
expenses were entirely normal. 

It was reported at the meeting 
that there has been a slight increase 
in the charge for ward patients, 
semi-private and private patients. 
The amount of this increase aver-

ages between 50 cents {o $1.00 per 
day, However, on the other hand a 
downward adjustment has been 
made in the costs of the operating 
and delivery room. Mr, Gregory 
stated that the Hospital overall 
charges are now in line with the 
charges of the other institutions in 
the district, 

Applications were received by the 
Board from Drs, Elizabeth McCree 
of Bobcaygeon; Ralph Stubbins of 
Minden and Steyen P. Kendall of 
Port Perry for appointment to the 
R.M.H_ medical staff. These appli- 
cations were approved 

A donation was received from 
Mrs. Cecil Birchard for the Hospital 
Building Fund. It was the $100.00, 
Mrs. Birchard had received in 
salary for the clerical work she has 
been doing for the Hospital. Her 
generosity was gratefully acknow- 
ledged by the Board. 

Also, the Board gave consideration 
to the possibility of extending the 
new addition proposed in the RMH 
extension plans, some 16 feet, so 
as to give 12 more beds over the 
three floors It was felt that this 
is the time to make such plans, 
because if adjustments were made 
later, it would be a much more 
expensive proposition.

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FIRST INTER-COUNTY FARM UNICN MEETING 


The first local meeting of the 
Ontario Farmers’ Union wag held on 
Saturday evening in the LO.1. 
nuditorium, with representatives 
from all over the province in at- 
tendance, The guest speaker for the 
eyening was Mr. Joseph L. Phelps, 
of Saskatoon, who is chairman of 
the Interprovincial Farmers’ Coun- 
cil. 

The purpose of the meeting was 
to review farmers’ problems on & 
national basis, as well as to hear a 
few references to Ontario farm 
conditions as obseryed by Mr. 
Phelps. The meeting wag a build-up 
to the provincia] convention which 
will be held next week in Alliston. 

On the rostrum besides the guest, 
Mr, Phelps, was preident Cormack, 
Mr. Joe Jenkins, the director of 
the Farmers’ Union for Victoria 
County, Gerald Ballantyne, director 
for Ontarlo county and Ross David- 
son, the director for Durham county. 

Besides being Chairman of the 
Proyincial Farm Union Council, Mr, 
Phelps is also chairman of two 
museums in Saskatchewan, is a 
member of the Saskatchewan Legis- 
lature, and is chairman of the 
Farmer-Labour Economic Council 
under the TLC and CCL, 

In his explanation as to what 
exactly the Farmers Union 1s, Mr. 
Phelps had this to say: 

“The Farmers’ Union is an or- 
ganization of farmers, created by 
the farmers for the farmers. It 
unites the farmers so that they can 
act and solve collectively the many 
farm problems of today. A union 
is necessary,” says Mr. Phelps, “be- 
cause business is organized in cor- 
porations, combines, trusts, and 
chambers of commerce. Doctors, 
lawyers, teachers have their profes- 
sional] _ organizations. Workers 
organized labour unions, and 
farmers must be organized too if 
they are to have bargaining power 
on an equal plane, With the farmers 
backing, the union can become the 
authoritative and respected voice for 
tural people in provincial and 
national affairs. Like a lawyer in 
court, it can demand justice and a 
square deal for agriculture. It is a 
bargaining agency for farmers.” 

Mr. Phelps stated that the main 
function of the Ontario Farmers’ 
Union is to watch the economic 
position of agriculture in relation 
to other industries, and interpret to 
the general public any discrimin- 
ations that may develop, and act 
quickly and effectively in the farm- 
ers interest. In other words, it acts 
as a watchdog for the farmers 
business_ 

To summarize, Mr. Phelps said, 
“If a farmer does not look after the 
business end of his business, he'll 
soon be out of business.” 

Upon the completion of Mr. 
Phelps’ address, the meeting was 
openeg for a general discussion from 
the floor, with questions and com- 
ments being directed to the chair. 
There was a warm and friendly 
attitude throughout, and as the 
chairman of the Farmers’ Union 
mentioned, this may set a pattern 
for friendly co-operation between 
the Ontario local and the Inter- 
provincial Federation at all future 
meetings and discussions,

Testifies on Effect 
Of TV Crime Shows 
On The Viewers 


Washington, Oct. 2i—(BUP)— A 
British television expert testifying 
in Washington has warned that TV 
crime programs can arouse “anx- 
jeties, emotion disturbances or even 
fear” in children but that censor- 
ship of crime or violence could cut 
Shakespeare off TV_ 

Enid Love, asssitant head of 
school broadcasting for the Brit- 
ish Broadcasting Corporation, told 
a Senate Subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency that violence “for its 
own sake” is no good. 

But she told the subcommittee, 
the BBC does not ban crime or 
yiolence on Tadio or TV since that 
would rule out many of the classics, 
including Shakespeare. She testified 
‘at the closing hearing of the sub- 
committee on the effect of TV on 
delinquency. 

“Quite apary from the moral con— 
sideration we feel it is artistically 
unsound to portray violence in de=- 
tail or to emphasize vice,” Miss Love 
testified. 


Atthough she said good TV pro- @ 


grams can help form “right atti- 
tudes,” she added that “no one in 
Britain has ever seriously contended 
that TV or radio alone can either 
cause or cure juvenile delinquency.”
